ABANDONED. 
LOSS OF THE OCEAN STEAMER BORUSSIA. 

Lonupon, Dec. 3.—A portion of the ship’s 
company of the abandoned steamer Borussia 
landed at Queenstown to-day, consisting of the 
chief engineer, the doctor, the boatswain, and 
six seamen. They were picked up on the 5th 
inst. in ad open boat. The Borussia had 180 
passengers, of which number 105 embarked at 
Liverpool and seventy-five at Corunna. The 
crew numbered fifty-four men. After leaving 
Corunna op the 24th of November, the Borus- 
sia experienced terrific weather, and sprang a 
leak on the Ist of December. The severity of 
the weather increasing, the vessel was abap- 
doned on the 2d about 360 miles southwest - of 
Fayal. The Captain and second officer remained 
with the sinking steamer. The crew and 
passengers left her in eleven boats. The sur- 
vivors have no hope for the other boats. Be- 
fore they were separated, one boat had capsized 
and all the occupants drowned. 

Quzsenstown, Dec. 23.—Survivors of the 
Borussia started immediately for Liverpool. It 
appears that 

A PANIC OCCURRED 
among the passengers and crew. The survivors 
state that no order to launch the boats and pre- 
paré for the abandonment of the vessel was 
given by the officers. The crew themselves low- 
ered the boate without waiting for orders, 
About a dozen passengers got into the boats 
with part of the crew. e remainder of the 
passengers went down ion the vessel with the 
Captain, Second Mate, toree engireers, eleven 
firemen, three stewards, the carpenter, and two 
boys. One bost swamped alongside the 
steamer, and its occupants, five men, drowned, 

The survivors state that at 9 o’clock on the 
pight of the abandonment of the vessel, they 
saw a rocket ascend from the steamer, and soon 
after her masthead lights suddenly disappeared. 

ADDITIONAL PARTICULARS. 

LrvgrPoo., Dec. 23.—The survivors of the 
Borussia report the that Captain and a majority 
of the crew remained on board the vessel. Only 
sixty persons left in the boats. 

A Cork dispateb revorts that 184 persons were 
aboard the Borussia. 

The Captain, on seeing all efforts to save the 
vessel would be useless, ordered the boats to be 
got ready. Some rafte were prepared and nec- 
essaries provided. The vessel was abandoned 
at night, there being then ten or eleven [feet of 
water in the engine-room. Four or five boats 
were lowered about the same time, but, owing 
to the darkness and heavy sea, they soon lost 
sight of each other. 

Lonpon, Dec. 23.—A part of the crew of the 
steamer Borussia, from Liverpool, Nov. 20, for 
New Orleans, bas been landed at Queenstown. 
The Borussia was abandoned in a sinking con- 
dition on the àd inst. 

STORY OF A PASSENGER. 

One of the survivors states that seventy-six 
passengers embarked at Liverpool. The vessel 
reached Corunna Nov. 18; all well. After hay- 
ing shipped some cargo, and embarked about 


eighty Spahish emigrants, the Borussia pro- 
ceeded for Havana on the 26th, the wind being 
light from the southeast, witb a calm sea. 
Nov. 80 the wind fresbened. and increased to a 
gale. On the following sb suddenly chopped 
to the north-northwest, blowing strong, with 
a heavy cross sea, in which ship 
labored heavily. At noon she spruog 
a leak — All efforts at the 
pumps were fruitiess to keep the shiv free. The 
water filled the engine-room and the stokebole, 
putting out the fires und stopping the engines. 
The crew still continued to work at the pumps 
until the next day, ne 2d iost., when it was de- 
ter miued to abandon the vessel. 

The survivors state that. the steamer’s cover- 
ing board when they sboved off was not more 
than two inches above the water. It is supposed 
she must have gone down with her hymg 


freight. 


FRANCE. 
HUNTING FOR A OABINET.

In Tun Triscws of yesterday was a dispatch 
from Paris, announcing that Gent, member of 
the Republican Union, bad been elected mem- 
ber of the Chamber of Deputies from Orange, 
Department of Vaacluze,—beating Humbert, 
Commuoist, by some 2000 majority.

In his paper, tne Jans, M. de Cassagnac 
last year raked ap an old half-forgotten scandal,

M. Gent was implicated. Thirty-five or forty 
years ago, M. Gent Win aabntel 06-the very 
crime Mrs. Beecher-Stowe charges Byron witb. 
An 4 was instituted at he time to vindi- 

Gent if it were pussible; bat, unbappil 

for bim, the result was somewhat equiv 
The court of inquiry nei her wholly absolved 
nor frankly condemned him; and M. Gent, for 
reasons it is impossibie to underst ind after so 
loog an interval of time, accepted the ambiguous 
rehabilitation of bis character. Apparently his 
fellow-townsmen attached no weight to the 
calumny, for they returned bim to the Chamber 
on several occasions. Nevertheless, a shadow 
bas always hung over M. Gent’s fair fame. Last 
year the vague charges against him took shape 
u the Pays, and M. Geot bad to defend himself 
at Versailles. He did not altogether make his 
ete coed, but be got the benefit of the doubt. 
Had deen wise, be would have 
kept 2 in the ound = after- 
wards. Ia an evil hour, he lately allowed 
bimself to be appointed Governor of Martinque. 
The avpointment was signed by Admiral Jaure- 
guibberv, at the instigation, they say, of M. 
Lepere, Minister of the Interior. Directly after, 
the calumates (not being able to answer for the 
truth of the stories about M. Gent, we must say 
calumnies) were revived. M. de Cassagonac, in 
a series of virulent and slashing articles, plump- 
ly charged the new Governor with having bad a 
criminal attachment to bis sister. he Ministers 
got frightened; M. Lepere and Aomiral Jaure- 
| guibbery fell out; M. Gent was requested to re- 
fute the accusations in a court of law, and re- 
fused, alleging that bis so doing would be un- 
dignified and compromising to himself; and at 
last, desvite the pressing objections of M. Le- 
pere, Admiral Jaureguibberv startled every one 
by cap the appointment, and replac- 
ing Gent by Capt. Aude. As 
— Gent haa already ceased to be a Deputy when 

he became Governor of Martinique (the law not 
allowing bim to bold ~ ave posts at once), be 
is now neither a Deput a Governor. All 
this has made a p 4— 058 The press. 
with ove or two exceptions, 1s most pitiless in 
its criticism of the action taken by the Widding- 
ton Ministry. If, it is a d, the Ministers 
believed the reports about M. Gent, thev should 
never have nominated him to the Goveroorsbip. 
If they did not believe * it was infamous to 
throw him over when M. de Cassaguac — 
him. So great is the indignation felt by all 
parties that M. Lepere has, I understand, given 
in his resignation; it —— not vet been accepted. 
The wretched weakuess of the Cabinet has, 
however, been made so apparent that it can 
scarcely live a mooth lonaet longer. 


AFGHANISTAN. 
SLIGHT SKIRMISHES. 

Lonpon, Dec. 23.—The Viceroy of India tele - 
grapbs to-day as follows: Gen. Bright reports 
the continued advance of reinforcements. All 
is quiet at Peterau, and the convoys are pass- 
ing thence to Jagdulluk. Kugianis is quiet.“ 

A dispatch from Gen. Roberts, dated Cabul, 
Dec. 19, says: Slight skirmishes took place on 
the 18th inst., during which one or two of the 
principal leaders were kiligd. Our loss was one 
killed and two wounded. Snow fell here during 
the night, but it is disappearing.”’ 

DISPATCHES FROM GEN. ROBERTS. 

Lonpon, Dec. 23.—The Viceroy of India tele- 
grapbs to-day as follows: Dispatches from 
Gen. Roberts of the 16th, 17th, and 18th mast. 
have just been received. The defenses of Shir- 
pur cantonment have been completed. The 
enemy occupies the hights over the city, but 
does not descend into the plains, which are 
patrolied by our cavalry. Gen. Roberts was 
awaiting the arrival of Geo. Gough to make au 
attack, as he would then be strong enough to 
bold all the important posiuons, but he will at- 
tack the enemy before the arrival of Gen. 
Gough ifa®favorable opportunity offers. Our 
loss on the 14th was eighteen killed, ninety-nine 
wounded, of whom eight have since died. The 
enemy’s loss was very heavy. Osman Kban and 
other Afghan leaders were killed. On the 17th 
inst. the enemy appeared on Siahunog,. but they 
were quickly dislodged, without loss on our 
side. The enemy’s numbers are diminishing. 
Mahomed Jan Mardak, the real Afghan leader, 
had proclaimed the ex-Ameer Yakoob Kban’s 
eldest son Ameer. 

Gen. Roberts writes on the Loth inst. that a 
considerable quantity of grain had reached 
Lataband safely, showing that the road is open 
80 far. 

On the 19th inst. the British lost nineteen 


wounded, and Maj. Cook, who obtained the 
“Victoria cross”? fur gallant services, died of 
wounds received in a previous engagement. 

Two officers are il! from small-pox. 

Poeumonia is increasing, owing to the cold 
weather and the exposure of the men. Other- 
wise, the health of the troops is good. The num- 
ber sick among Europeans only amounts to 4 
per cent,

In the operations on the bights on the 14th 
inst. two mountain guns were lost. 


SOUTH AMERICA. 
PROGRESS OF THE PERU-CHILIAN WAR. 

Panama, Dec. 23.—In the engagement at 
Tarapaca, between 2,500 Chilians and 5,000 
Perovians under Buendin, the former were 
forced to retire after losing 1,000 men killed, 
seven cannon, and three mitrailleuses. The 
Peruvian loss was 600. 

Geo. Montero has taken the place of Presi- 
deot Prado as Director of the war, and the 
President has returned to Lima, where a Dicta- 
tor is spoken of, the failure of the war being 
charged to the incapacity and want of patriotism 
of Prado. 

Montero has ia Arcia 14,000 men, while the 
Chilians have in Tarapaca something over 15,- 
000 men. Arcia fs blockaded. 

Iquique is garrisoned by a few Chilian 
marines, 

The transportation of more supplies or rein- 
forcements for the Peruvians in the South is 
im possible. 

Lima is well defended, and both that city and 
Callao are guarded in anticipation of an early 
attack by the Chilisos.

GRANT ON THE THIRD TERM. 0 

The following letter, written in 1875 by Gen. 
Grant on the subject of athird term, may have 
a special interest to many persons at this time: 

Exxrcutrvs Mansion, Wasnrveton, D. C., 
May 29, 1875.—Dezam Sm: A short time sub- 
sequent, to the Presidential election of 1872, the 
press, a portion uf it hostile to the Republican 
party, and particularily so to the Administration, 
started the cry ot ism” and the third 
term,“ calling lustily for me to define my posi- 
tion on the latter subject. I believed it to be 
bepeath the dignity of the office which I have 
been twice callea upon to fill to answer such a 
question before the subject should be presented 
by competent authority to make a nomination, 
or by a body of such dignity and authority as 
not to make a reoly a fair subject for ridicule. 
In fact, 1 bave been surprised that so many 
sensible persons in the Republican party sbould 
permit their enemy to force upon them and 
their party an issue which cannot add strength 
to the party, no matter bow met. But a body of 
the dignity and party authority of a con- 
vention to make nom:nations for the State offi- 
cers of the second State in the Union having 
considered this question, I deem it not improper 
that I should speak. 

In the first place, | never sought the office 
for a second, or even for a first nomination. 
To the first 1 was called from a life position, 
ope created expressly by Congress for me for 
supposed services rendered to the Republic. 
The position vacated 1 liked. It would have 
been most agreeable to me to have retained it 
until such time as Congress migut bave con- 
sented to my retirement, with the rank and a 
portion of the emoluments which 1 so much 
needed, to a home where the Dalance of my 
days might be spent in peace and the enjoy- 
ment of domestic quiet, relieved from the eares 
which have oppressed me so constantly now for 
«fourteen years. But I was made to believe 
that the public good called me to make the 
sacrifice. Without seeking the office tor the 
second term, the nomination was tendered to 


me by a unapimous vote of the delegates of all 


the States and Territories, selected -by the Re- 
r of each to represent their whole num- 
r for the purpose of making their nomina- 
tion. I cannot say that I was pot pleased at 
this, and at the .overwhelming indorse- 
ment ‘which  tbeir action received = at 
the election following. But it must be 
remembered that all the sacrifices except that of 
comfort bad been made in accepting the first 
term. Then, too, such a fire of personal abuse 
and slander had deen kept up for four years, 
notwithstanding the conscientious performance 
of my duties to the best of my Onderstandiny,— 
though 1 admit, in the light of subsequent 
events, mapy times subject to fair criticism,— 
that an indorsement trom the people, who alone 
govern republics, Was a gratitication that it is 
. human to have appreciated and enjoyed. 

I do not want it any 
more than I did the first. I would not write or 
utter a word to change the will of the pie in 
expressing or baying their choice. ques- 
tion of the number of terms allowed to any one 
Executive can.oply come up fairly in the shape

pate, fixing the length of time or the number of 
terms for which any one person shall be ell 
gible for the offfe of President.

courts as binding in law as that of any legal 
tribunal; and vo Democrat will charge that cor- 
rupt meaus were used to procure the final de- 
cision Of that Board. The concession made by 
the Republicans was just such another evidence 
of thee controlling patriotism of our party 
as was shown by tt ia we dark days of the War, 
when there were, as Dougias said, but two 
parties—patriote and traitors’’; when it sunk 
party lin and, under the banner and to the 
music of Unios, marebed to victory with a 
Republican for President and a Democrat for 
Vice-President. If, as bas been charged, they 
haa determined on such a scheme of grand lar- 
ceny, then they bad all to lose and nothing to 
gaiu by this submission. 

In 1868, When the count was being made, I 
wag present and a witness to one of the most 
exciting incidents in our Congressional history.

The 
count was progressing barmopious/y, until it 
came to the vote of Georgia, when Ben Butier’s 
veice, keyed to a childish treble, was heard in 
objection. Uoder au adopted rule then in force 
the Senate retired to its chamber, and decided 
that the vote of Georgia should be counted, 
while the House, by a majoritv of 70 or more, 
decided that it should not. On the reture of 
the Senators, Wade seized the gavel and an- 
nounced the decision of the Senate, and edded 
that, therefore, we vote should be counted. 
Butler instantly sorane to his feet, announced 
the decision of the House, and added, therefore, 
the vote of Georgia should not be counted. 
This was sudstantially repeated several times 
by the several parties, when Senator Wade re- 
quested the gentieman from Massachusetts to 
take his seat, the gentleman from Massachu- 
setts, with characteristic audacity, replyiug by 
requesting the gentleman from Onio to returu 
to his owu chambrr. The excitement then ve- 
came very great, almost ipcandescent, when 
Speaker Colfax seized the gavel, direct- 
ed the Sergeant-at-Arms to restore 
order, and the latter, resurrecting 
bis halberd, unseen since the era of fire-eaters 
in ante- War days, restored order, and then the 
vote of Georgia was counted witbout the con- 
sent of the House. Judge Trumbull, then a 
member of the United States Senate, uttered 
no protest then, nor paced any on record after- 
ward, to this arbitrary courseof the Senate. 
Probabiv he thought then that the President of 
the Senate bad tle sole right to count the vote. 
So it was done in the presence of the Senate 
and House.“ 

The Electoral bill was pre-eminently a pet 
measure of the Democrats. The only Demo- 
cratic Senator who voted against it (I believe) 
was Dixon, of Connecticut, and for this vote 
he was soon after publicly hissed by the Demo- 


cratic members of the Legislature of that State

deciding ballot in their favor. Probably the 
fraud lies there. I hadn’t thought of that be- 
fore. Ur was it because the Commission would 
not go behind the returns in Louisiana and 
other States? Each State shail appoint, in 
such manner as the Legisiature thereof snall 
direct, a number of electors,” etc. The Legis- 
lature of Louisiana under the power thus vested 
in them by the Constitution bad formed a Ke- 
turning Board, a body declared legal by the 
Supreme Court of that State. This Board flung 
out returns on account of bulldozing and fraud, 
none ot which is charged in Maine, and declared 
the vote of the State for Hayes. The Electoral 
Commission decided that itcould not go back of 
that action of the Board. The State had the 
richt to regulate the mapver of choosing Elect- 
ore and determining who were legally chosen; 
and no power was vested in 9 to alter or 
interfere with such a decision so long as made in 
conformance with the manner prescribed by the 
Legislature of the State. If they had gone back 
of the returns, where and when would their duties 
bave ended! The legality of the appointment 
of every precinct judge and clerk in every 
county and State in the Union, whether quali- 
fied by law to act, whether they acted according 
to law, whether all the voters at every precinct 
were naturalized, are some of the possible num- 
berless questions that would have come before 
that Commission for investigation, and to have 
attempted to go behind the returns would 
have been as impracticabie as H- 
legal; and, in conclusion, it comes 
in exceedingiv bad grace for the Democratic 
party, the chronic champions of “ State-rights,” 
“The Constitution as it is, and the Union as it 
was,” to find fault with the Republican party 
for respecting their dearest wisnes as r 
by its course ever since the resolutions of 1798. 
The people of this coustry were for months 
on the very highest pinecie of anxiety; business 
was ed, capital was wary, and there was a 
nameless dread in the atmosphere that was 
worse than war, until this Commission gave its 
decision. And when it cane, and our thorough- 
fares assumed their wonted look, foreign Pow- 
ers were amazed at this additional evidence of 
our national stability, wulle our own veople 
were fired with renewed ſaith in the future of 
our country, they saw that partisans in 
an hour of trial could rise to the dignity of 
patriots, and all unite to promote the welfare 
and longevity of our great Republic. 
If this was fraud on our part, then they are 
weicome to make the most of it.

ELECTRIC LIGHT. 


New Lamps for Old. 
Cincinnati Commercial, Dec. 23. 

Our readers may be interested to know that 
our publication relating to Edison’s electric 
lamp might be termed officisl, as it bad the ben- 
efit of the direction ‘and authorization of the 
great inventor himself. It has been our under- 
standing that Mr. Edison's backers in the elec- 
tric-iamp business were eabltalists largely inter- 
eated ip telegraph stock. here is e company 
in New York, haying an office im the Drexel 
Building, called the Edison Eiectric-Lignt Com- 
pan y. It has, we understand, a nominal capital 
of $300,000. 

Gentlemen acting in s coufidential capacity 
for the parties baving control of the Edison 
lamp were in this city on Saturday last, and 
ional arrangement for sae of the right to 
use the light in this city and in Covington and 
Newport. 

Edison’s public exbibition of the light is to 
occur at his place of residence, Menlo Park, 
New Jersey, on. the evening of New-Year’s 
Day. The number of lamps to be displayed is 
about 700. ‘The lamps are now being prepared. 

It bas been ascertained that a peculier glass 
is required,—a fine, clear glass, free from all 
impurities, especially lime: The strips of car- 
bonized paper are not pure black, but of a deli- 
cate brown color. It is Edison’s opiaion that 
one strip or wick will last for many years—per- 
baps, indeed, as long as the glass. It is the 
theory of Mr. Edison that gas-pipes can be read- 
ily used for the conveyance of the wires, but 
bis favorite idea is to extend the wires through 
iron pipes lined with India rubber, and placed a 
few inehes below the surtace of the streets, 
just clearing the psvements. 

The wires might be conveyed on poles, but 
there is something too much of that already. 
Mr. Edison has everything calculated, even to 
the cost of the proper pipe per mile, and bow 
bow many feet of it six men can lay in one day. 

The copper wires directly connecting with the 
lamps are nearly as fine as hairs. The largest 
number of lamps lit at one time in Edisep’s 
shop is seventeen, —and they Rave forth a steady, 
weak n erg f. weder > having about 
ie dle power.

The wonderful electric lamp which Mr. Edison 
was said so long ago to have invented, ana fora 
sight of which the world bas been impatiently 
waiting, seems to be a failure. At least, ac 
cording to the Herald, Mr. Edison has himself 
abandoned the spirals of platinum and iridium 
which were its main feature, and the ingenious 
mechanism dy which they were kept in a state 
of incandescence without fusion, and 
has turned for a solution of the 
problem to incandescent carbon. The 
resuit—the perfected iam p—appears to be mere- 
ly a modification of the Sawyer-Man light, 
which, ag evervbody knows, consists of a five 
incandescent p- of carbon in a globe of 
ultrogen gas.

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 NICARAGUA.CANAL. 


Wasuineton, D. C., Dec. 20.—Mr. A. G. 
Menocal, civil engineer at the Washington 
Navy-Yard, whose name is as closely connected 
with the Nicaragua Iuteroceanie Canal project 
as that of Rear-Admiral Ammen, returned to 
Washington yesterday, having been absent 
some days in New York and Philadelphia on 
matters connected with the canal. On Thurs- 
day last he was in Philadelphia and sew Gen. 
Grant upon the subject which now bewilders 
very many people in this country, especially as 
to what is to be the fature of the ex-President. 
In conversation with Mr. Menocal this evening 
he said: 

“One of the objectsI bad in stopping at 
Philadelphia was to show Gen. Grant several 
letters I had just recetved from Nicaragua relative 
to granting liberal concessions to an American 
company, in the event one should be organized 
and apply for the right of way through Nicara- 
gua for an interoceanic canal-route. I had just 
received a letter from Mr. Elyzondo, 
the Minister of Public Works, one 
from the President of Nicaragua, Mr. 
Zavula; another from Mr. Runnell, the 
agent of the Pacific Mail Company and United 
States Commercial Agent at Nicaragua; and a 
fourth from Mr. Ramirez, a Senator of Nicara- 
gua, and these four letters set forth that the de- 
sign of the Government is to grant the most 
liberal concessions for a canal to an American 
company with Gen. Grant atits head. From 
Mr. Norris, also an American engineer 
and under contract to ouild a line of 
railroad in Nicaragua, whom 1 met in 
New York durme my recent visit, 1 
learned that the Nicaraguans were daily expect- 
ing the commission to arrive from the United 
States, with credentials, asking for the con- 
cessions nevessary for the route of the canal. 
Ithought this ormation would counteract 
any attempts on the part of jeaious persons or 
meddiers to create the impression that

ORIMINAL NEWS. 


THE HAYDEN TRIAL. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

New Haysn, Cono., Dec. 23.—Mr. Hayden 
continued his testimony in chief this morning, 
but gave no further points of interest. He was 
then subjected for five hours to a cross-examipa- 
tion, brilliant, searching, and at times calculated 
to confuse’ and misiead the most careful wit- 
ness, vet from first to last he made no contra- 
dictions of very material importance. The only 
weakness apparent was in his explanations of 
his reasons for doing certain things which ap- 
pear unusual, and which the State puts forward 
as links in the chain of circumstantial evidence. 
Mr. Waller opened the cross-examivation with 
the strapge question whether Hayden and 
Mary Stannard were both in vigorous 
health prior to the tragedy, and an affirmative 
reoly was used as a basis of inference of im- 
proper intimacy, because of Mrs. Hayden’s ilil- 
health. He admitted getting a drink of water 
from the girl at the spring, and could offer no 
other explanation of his leaving the buggy to 
take it than that he aid not wish to put the girl 
to the physical exertion of lifting a gallon pail 
up to him. Mr. Waller next inquired: 
“During this minute you were out of 
your baggy and standing beside her, 
didn't you have time to say hurriedly: 
‘Il have been to Middletown and seen Mr. 
Bailey. I’ve got quick medicine for you. Meet 
me at the big rock after dinner; bring a pail 
with you, and pretend to your folks that you 
are going after blackberries?” Counsel for de- 
tense opjected, and the Court ruled that the 
witness need not answer further than to say 
how long be was out of his carriage. Continu- 
ing, he asserted that he bad no particular reason 
for not telling his wife that be had been to 
Middletown, and that he avoided tell 
ing her about buying the arsenic only de- 
cause she objected to having it on the premises. 
After he was suspected he finally told her. He 
denied any knowledge of the menstrual con- 
dition of the girl; that his wife bad said any- 
thing about it; or chat de told aaocher clergy- 
man that it was foolish to charge aim (Hayden) 
with Mary’s pregnancy, when he knew that she 
bed recently menstruated. The matter of bis 
private coosuitation with his family physiciao 
was exhaustively iaquired into, and, after deny- 
ing that he asked the doctor anything about 
menstruation during pregnancy, he finally ad- 
mitted that he had made some inguiries of that 
general tenor, but relating only to 
the case of bis wife. Hayden asserted that 
his main object in going to Middletown was to 
see about some carpenters, but admitted that 
he did not go out of his way eight minutes’ 
drive in order to get them. It is alleged that 
one of the criminal intimacies occurred in March, 
five mouths prior to the murder, at Hayden’s 
house, on the occasion of achurch oyster sup- 
per, from which Hayden slipped away to meet 
the girl. He devied to-day the statement of the 
hour of this meeting, or the girl’s brother 
and sister called 
go home 
and de re 
her at the time. It is understood witnesses to 
prove the hour and this refusal will be pro- 
duced. Despite a slight weakening of bis story, 
it bas had a very favorable impression, and, if 
not fur ner damaged by the State io its rebut- 
ing evidence, it will prove the decisive testimony 
of the case. One reason for this is that the evi- 
dence is wholly circumstantial, and that every 
matter testified to by the State’s witnesses has 
been met by strong counter testimony. The 
Court adjourned this afternoon to Monday next.

AN IMPOSTOR. 

Artbur Van Werder, a scraggy-looking citi- 
zen, apparently of the tramp persuasion, en- 
tered the Armory last evening and gave him- 
self up to Detective McDonald, say- 
ing that he had no doubt the Quincy, 
II., police would be glad to hear 
that he had concluded to surrender bimseif to 
the authorities, as he had committed a murder 
in that city only last Saturday night.

Last Saturday evening he met her in an alley, 
and she took occasion to tell bim that she 
wished to see no more of him, as she was en- 
gaged to Herman Hersch inghaus, a young clerk 
in Joseph Meexer’s dry-goods store, at the cor- 
ner of Hampsmre and Fourth streets. This so 
enraged bim that he drew a revolver, and, aim- 
ing directly at ber heart, he fired. He then ran 
to a neighboring steamboat dock and threw the 
weapon into the river, and the next morning 
fled for safety to this city. The story 
was well calcuiatea to ve, and 
the police who comversed with bim  resd- 
ily believed that bis contrition and desire 
to receive his just dues were genuipe. But 
after he had been locked up for an hour or two 
some one called attention to a pawon-ticket 
which had been found u him, and which 
called for a silver watch which he had pawned 
on the 17th at J. Bullen's shop, No. 186 Clark 
street. Here was plainly a discrepancy in the 
story. A telegram was sent to Quincy concern- 
ing the affair, and at au early hour this morning 
the following dispatch was received in reply: 

Do not know any parties by the names spoken, or 
such a circumstance hanpening here.

What Van Werder’s intention was in thus 
getting bimself behind prison bars is unkoown. 
He told the story, barring the contradictions 
which be made in telling it over again, ina 
plain, straightforward manner that was con- 
vincing. One tospeak to bim upon ordinary 
topics would have no doubt of his sanity, but 
change the subject suddenly, or cross-examine 
him, and it plainly appears that bets not of sound 
mind.

Subsequently, 
in 1833, Parliament declared the notes 
of the Bank of Engiand a legal-tender in 
payment of all debts, public and private, 
except by the bank in payment of its own 
notes. The notes of that bank are secured 
by a deposit of Government securities to 
the sum of $75,000,000, and all the others by 
a deposit, dollar for dollar, of gold. The 
notes are redeemable in coin on demand. 
When gold is wanted for export, as to the 
United States, bank-notes are presented at 
the bank, and gold withdrawn. When do- 
mestic debts are to be paid, gold is taken to 


4 the bank and notes witLJrawn; when coun- 


try banks are short they send to the Bank of 
England for notes and not gold. Except for 
patticular and especial purposes, the $165,- 
000,000 of bank-notes are used. In cases 
of a run on the banks by depositors the 
bank-notes are paid out, and the 
gold retained by the banks. If the 
notes of the Bank of Engiand were not 
a legal-tender, and therefore available for 
every debt-paying use that gold can be em- 
ployed for, all debts would have to be paid in 
gold, and all runs upon all banks by deposit- 
ors and note-holders would be for gold, 
which would be drawn from the Bank of 
England for all purposes of home trade as 
well as for export. ‘The legal-tender charac- 
ter of the Bank of England notes renders 
those notes 1 protection to the gold in the 
bank. If these notes were not a legal-tender 
the gold would be demanded for them and 
ag equal amount of paper currency retired. 
So long as the bank-noies are a legal-tender 
in payment of debits, and are redeemable in 
gold, there is no danger of any serious run 
upon any bank for- gold. Speaking on this 
same subject somé weeks ago, Tue Trrsvunz 
used this language: 

** We called attention, also, to the wise policy 
new in force in Engiand for ninety years or more 
of providing a volume of supplemental money 
having a legal-tender quality. I, serves as 4 pro- 
tection against any sudden demand for coin. The 
notes of the Bank of England, being redeemabie 
on demand in coin, are also legal-tender in pay- 
ment of debts. Solong as the country can have 
bank-notes as available as the gold corn for all legal - 
tender purposes, there is no demand for the gold. 
No man ander the apprehension of a scarcity of 
gold prepares for the payment of debis by hoarding 
the coin; the paper being legally equivalent with 
the gold in the payment of debts, be leaves the gold 
on deposit, and provides himself with the paper. 
The legal-tenger bank-notes. therefore, furnish an 
ample protection to the country against the sudden 
withdrawal of the supply of gold, and a panic ro- 
sulting from a scarcity of legal-tender money is 
thus rendered almost impossibic.”

The 
greenbacks and the notes of the Bank of 
England are both required by law to be paid 
on demand in coin. The greenbacks and 
the notes of the Bank of England are de- 
clared by law to be legal-tender in the pay- 
ment of all debts, public and private. Both 
rest on a legal promise and a legal require- 
ment to be paid in coin. Both are the crea- 
tions of law; both are made legal-tender by 
law; and both are required by law to be 
redeemed on demand in coin. If there be 
any substantial difference in the legal status 
of the two kinds of paper, we confess an 
inability to discover it. 

Perbaps the advocates of demonetization 
will understand the advantage so long felt 
in England of a legal-tender paper, as a pro- 
tection against the withdrawal of gold, by 
supposing the demoretization of greenbacks 
to have been accomplished. What then? 
Three hundred and fifty million dollars of 
Treasury notes, and $330,000,000 of National- 
bank notes, and $2,000,000,000 of deposits 
in banks will immediately become payable in 
coin. For this purpose there are, say, $250, - 
000,000 of gold and $50,000,000 of silver in 
the country. Every private debt will be- 
come a coin obligation, The holder of 
every National-bank note may demand gold 
therefor. If the banks redeem their notes 
in coin, they must draw from the Treasury 
every dollar of coinit holds. Every depositor 
in a bank may demand coin; every bank 


may demand that all its debtors shall pay 


coin; how long do the goldite people sup- 
pose the banks can discount notes, can pay 
all their own obligations, and transact all 
their business in coin? The greenbacks, 
deprived of their legal-tender character, will 
have to be withdrawn, because the Treasury 
will be in no condition to redeem them, and 
no person will be under obligation to take 
them. The National banks will at once and 
of necessity withdraw a circulation they can 
no longer redeem. In six months the Na- 
tional-bank currency will be retired, and the 
greenbacks retired, and the debt-paying cur- 
rency will be reduced to the gold and silver 
in the country. 

The fact that we have gold in the country 
at present is due to the fact that the balance 
of trade is in our favor; this may change at 
any moment, in which case this gold will 
pour out as fast as it has come in. Then 
property of every possible form will shrink 
to its value in scarce and dear gold. The 
tax-gatherer, the interest-collector, ¢he fore- 
closer of. mortgages, and the creditor of 
every degree will demand payment in the 
gold which cannot be had; then there will 
be a season of general bankruptcy and ruin, 
and the property of the millions of producers 
will pass into the hands of the hundreds who 
have gold. And all this because of a want of 
debt-paying money,—a& want impossible in 
England because of its legul-tender paper, 
and impossible in France with its $500, 000, 
000 of legal-tender, debt-paying silver. 

MORE PRESIDENTIAL GOSSIP. 

Several circumstances have revived the 
Presidential question within the last few 
days. Of course, Gen. Grant is the pivotal 
point of all discussion upon this subject. 
The meeting between Garant and Don Cam- 
non at Harrisburg, the latter’s election as 
Chairman of the Republican National Com- 
mittee, the choice of Chicago by this body 
as the location of the next Presidential Con- 
vention, the recent gathering at Washing- 
ton of politicians from all parts of the 
country to attend the meeting of that Com- 
mittee, several occurrences incident to 
Grant's reception at Philadelphia, these 
are some of the provocations for new gossip. 
The various constructions put upon all cir- 
cumstances of a possible significance are so 
contradictory, and the opinions and reports 
from all sides bearing upon the matter are 
so conflicting, that they cannot be resolved 
into anything like a rational conclusion; 
but they may at least be reduced into a sort 
of systematic confusion. 

The reports from Philadelphia and Wash- 
ington, where there are just now the best 
opportunities for observing the Silent 
Man,” seem to confirm the notion that Gen. 
GRANT has given at least a tacit intimation of 
his willingness to be the Republican candi- 
date if he be called with an unmistakable 
unanimity to lead the party. Mr. Gzonez 
W. Curps, one of Grant's most intimate 
personal friends, is reported as having stated 
publicly that the ex-President has no inten- 
tion of accepting the Presidency of the 
Nicaragua Canal Company, nor any other 
official connection with that project, though 
he is personally favorable to it. If Granr 
should consent to identify himself with the 
Nicaragua scheme it would not debar him 
from accepting the candidacy for the Pres- 
idency of the United States, but the fact of 
his declining to associate himself with 
the canal project, if true, would 
possibly indicate that the prospect of polit- 
ical preferment held out to him had influ- 
enced his decision. Another report from 
Philadelphia says that an enthusiastic friend 
said bluntly to Gen. Grant that the people 
intended to make him the next President, 
and that the General replied, “‘ Thank you.” 
Along with these reports comes the re- 
publication of the letter which Grant wrote 
in 1875, while still President, to Gen, Hanry 
Wurrz, of Pennsylvania, after the Repub- 
lican Convention of that State had taken 
notice of the third-term question. In that 
letter Gen. Grant expressed himself in 
pretty clear language concerning the Presi- 
dency, and especially. the third-term talk. 
This letter will be found in full in this issue 
of Tue Tarscnz. 

It is now contended that recent events in- 
dicate that Gen. Grant's position has not 
been changed upon the Presidential ques- 
tion ; it is pretty certain, however, that an 
interregnum after his two terms hag de- 
prived the third-term objection of nearly all 
the foros it once exerted upon the public 
mind. 

At the same time it is notable that the 
anti-Grant men are to organize 
their opposition.

AUSTRIA AND ENGLAND. 

The Vienna correspondent of the London 
Times contributes some very interesting in- 
formation to that paper concerning the atti- 
tude of Austria towards the enforcement of 
the Asiatic reforms demanded of Turkey by 
England. What makes this information of 
special interest is the fact that the foreign 
dispatches of late have conveyed very oon- 
flicting statements tous. At one time it was 
positively stated that Austria was to support 
Eaglaud in her demands, and would send 
her fleet into Turkish waters, and again it was 
just as positively stated that Count Zionr, 
the Austrian Ambassador at Constantinople, 
was doing his best to prevent the appoint- 
ment of Baxzr Pasha as the agent or super- 
intendent under whose auspices the reforms 
were to be executed, At another time it 
was stated that Count Zont's resigna- 
tion was to be called for on account 
of his hostile attitude towards England, and 
at still another that the representatives of 
England, Austria, and Germany were in ses- 
sion in London trying to agree upon some 
concert of action. All these statements are 
now set at rest, however, and it appears that 
England has acted entirely independent of 
all the Powers in this matter for over a year, 
and even without their knowledge, thou zh 
on all other questions connected with the 
Treaty of Berlin England and Austria have 
ected together, and the matter intimately 
affiliated with this is the following declara- 
tion made by the Palit Oorrespondene : 

‘*Instigated by the first eunuch of the Palace, 
Bar Hamman, the trus ruler. as 1s supposed, of 
Turkey, the Sultan, indignant at the demands of 
Engiand, offered to Prince Lonaxorr to enter into 


a formal alliance with Russia. This offer Prince 
Los Axor presented at Livadia. where, after dis- 


rejection, the English demande were complied 
with. The whole tenor and tone of the communi- 
cation leaves little doudt as to ‘the best sources’ 
whence it was derived. But, whatever the opinion 
as to the accuracy of the story as to whether it was 
Turkey or Rassia who declined the partnership, or 
whether any overtures of such a nature were made 
on either side, the fact that there is no such part- 
nership, and that British’ infinence is for the time 
being paramount at Constantinople, is confirmed 
from other sources. 

There is another phase of this affair which 
is not referred to in the letter of the Times 
correspondent, and that is, that none of the 
Powers probably care to meddle with the 
agreement between Turkey and England, 
and that they are willing England should 
manage it by herself, especially Austria. 
The latter Power has no ambition in con- 
nection with the Eastern Question ex- 
cept to occupy the country between Novi- 
Bazar and Salonica, which will give her the 
outlet she needs for her overcrowded com- 
merce. There is no surer way for her to 
obtain this than by letting England go on 
with her demands upon Turkey for reforms, 
There is not one of these reforms that the 
latter can carry out. She is financially and. 
politically paralyzed, and rapidly drifting 
towards her manifest destiny of dismember- 
ment. The policy of England is hastening 
that event, and when it comes Austria will 
have as her share of the plunder the territory 
she now covets.

eignty and the revival of wildcat State cur- 
repcy. | 

Bayanp’s resolution in favor of the de- 
monetization of the greenbacks was but the 
first step im this consp’racy. Its adoption 
by Congress would be followed by the 
logical and inevitable consequence of the ex- 
tinction of the greenback system. But suc- 
cess to this extent would also lead up to the 
destruction of the National-bank system. 
Forewarning of this may be found in a meas- 
ure lately introduced into Oongreas by Mr. 
Gmsox, of Louisiana, and understood to 
command the support of the united South, 
providing for the repeal of the United States 
law which requires a tax of 10 per cent upon 
State bank or corporation notes circulated 
as currency. The passage of this law was 
practically contemporaneous with the adop- 
tion of the National-banking system, and 
it has been a mainstay of that sys- 
tem. In spite of its existence, however, 
there have been more or less irresponsible 
and wildcat paper notes in circulation in 
some of the Southern States since the War, 
in the shape of State and city scrip and cer. 
tificates of indebtedness of corporations and 
of private individuals. The tax was designed 
to be prohibitory of all kinds of shinplasters, 
and such has been its effect almost every- 
where, A very small proportion of the scrip 
circulated in some portions of the South has 
paid the tax, as the Internal Revenue Bureau 
shows the receipt of $200,000 within the last 
two years from that source, but the largest 
part of it has evaded taxation. It is stated 
that the Southern Congressmen, acting in 
unison, as usual, will urge the passage of the 
bill repealing this tax immediately after the 
holiday vacation. The object of the pro- 
posed repeal is manifestly to open the gates 
to wildcat currency of all kirds and flood 
the country with the worthless stuff. 

Simultaneously with the introduction into 
Congress of this repeal measure, cdrtain 
newspapers at the North have significantly 
advocated the Bayarp scheme for the de- 
struction of the greenback system in order 
to prepare the way for a return to the “ old 
system.” ‘The old system is that which 
prevailed from 1836 to 1861, with more or 
less modifications, and which was based 
primarily upon the theory of State-sover- 
eigaty. It was the provision of a State 
currency which, with rare exceptions, would 
not circulate outside the borders of the 
State that authorized its issue. The practi- 
cal working of this system of currency, based 
upon fictitious or worthless securities and 
of no recognized value outside the 
province where it was issued, can be 
very distinctly remembered by the older 
business-men of every community. Every 
man who traveled found a counterfeit de- 
tector as indispensable as his comb or tooth- 
brush, and special accountants were em- 
ployéd to compute and keep track of the con- 
stantly varying value of the different kinds 
of scrip. Only the bills of afew banks in 
New York and Boston had anything hke a 
standard and uniform value, and the circula. 
tion of these was confined mostly to the 
neighboring Eastern States. The currency 
system of those days was a delusion and a 
spare when not an actual and intentional 
fraud, and the latest manifestation of South- 
ern sectionaliam is designed to restore it.

A DAKOTA STORM. 


Ratiroad Men in the Bad Lands in s Bad 
Way—Thermometer 25 to 40 Below. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune 

Bismarck, D. T., Dec. 23.—Such a storm as 
bas been raging the vast two weeks is unparal- 
elied im the bistory of Northern Dakota. 
Trains on the Northern Pacific are very irregu- 
lar, owing to the immense fali of snow, the ex- 
treme cold weather, and thedrifte. The storm 
was general, extending over the whole North- 
west territory. Stock sufferéd terribly, and sev- 
eral losses of buman life are reported. The 
thermometer at Fargo bas been down to 40 be- 
low, and at Bismarck 24 

Walker, Beliows & Co., who have a contract 
for building the second 100 miles exrension, have 
an elephant on their Bands. Work ug in the 
Bad Lands, 150 miles, during the wiater, is the 
cause of much human misery. There are 
about 500 men out there. The supply- 
trains are blockaded, and the men are 
short of rations. Trains run sixty or seventy 
miles, and bevond that are the men. Between 
them and the supplies is a barren prairie road, 
obliterated by snow-drifts, impassable for loads 
of goods. Thecold weather struck them be- 
fore they were prepared for winter,—witoout 
stoves, sufficient clothing, or provisions. The 
men are actually suffering, and O'Connor and 
wife and two children bave already frozen to 
death. Many have frozen their bands, feet, 
and ears. The contractors, in a large measure, 
are blamed for bringing the men into service, 
knowing nothing of the prairie winds and field 
of action. It seems that the Northern Pacific 
bas received much notoriety for. the little ac- 
complished for this season. O ner roads bave 
built seventy-five and 100 miles into Dakota this 
season, and the world bas hardiy known it, 
while the Northern Pacific has extended its 


track only sixty, and ite great success is ber- 
alded over the country.

The correspondent next broached the subject 
of the State Savings Institution and its affairs. 
There were certain things about it of which 
Spencer declined to speak, but, on being asked 
— he happened to buy into the concern, he 


„As is known in IIlmols, I had been for some 
time in the banking business in the interior of 
the State. Then I went to Chicago, and started 
the Cook County Bank. in course of time 1 
sold ‘out to Mr. B. F. Allen, of Des Moines, 
Ia, and, believing. from the representations 
made to me, that the State Savings Institution 
was in a good sound condition, 1 bought into 
that bank. But I know now how false were 
these representations. The stock was repre- 
sented to me as worth fully 150 cents on the 
dollar, and so I paid $150 for every $100 worth 
of stock I could get hold of. had some 
money of my own, but I borrowed the most of 
that Linvested,—some in New York, of various 
banks, and some from banks in Chicago. In 
some places I gave security for these loans, and 
sometimes I didn’t. The stockholders knew all 
the time, as 1 believe, that I was borrowing the 
money to buy out their institution. In fact, 
Chauncey T. Bowen borrowed some of it for 
me. Ali the then Directors knew that I was 
paying for the bank in this war.“

“Why, the men, of course, to whom I was 
paying the $150 for each share of stock.

MY OWN NOTE IN ITS PLACE. 


I held that my note was as good to reckon in 
among the assets of any bank as Jones“ un- 
secured note. But Mr. N. P. Kidaer was treatea 
differently fra all the other stockholders. His 
Stock was bought and paid for by his taking out 
of the baok such mortgages as he himself had 
selected. This was done by and with the consent 
of the Board of Directors to the amount of his 
stock, I replacing them either with my own 
notes or cash paid in at the time. I must here 
tell you that I had been in the Directory far a 
while; but finally, when I had control of the 
stock, a meeting was called, and I was elected 
President of the institution. This was in the 
early part of 1878, after the purchase of the 
stock. From that time the of the bank 
progressed more or less favorabiy; but for 
all that there was a constant drawing out 
of money, caused mainly by the hard times. 
One of the first important acts | did was to 
throw out all the commercial business that the 
institution had been engaged in; for I was de- 
termined to do only a strictly savings-bank busi- 
ness. Despite our every effort, however, we 
kept running down constantly, not only in the 
amount of money, but in the number of depos- 
itors. In August, 1875, the California panic 
‘created great excitement in Chicago, and quite 
an extensive run was made on our bank. But 
we got through that trouble all right. The next 
great struggle was the big run which com- 
menced in July, 1877, and which I bave already 


told you about.“

„% What do you know about a dividend of 100 
per cent being declared and paid on the capital 
stock, which was taken out of the — — 
on the same day when the capital was 
to $500,000?"" 
“That is all quite true, but not acent of 
money was passed during the operation. The 
operation consisted only in our taking from the 
surplus fund and adding it to the capital stock 
fund. It was simply a transfer on the books 
from one account to another. I notice that 
much stress was laid on the fact that 
small dividends were declared on the capital 
stock. But it was not made known that I ver- 
sonally had it so arranged that after Jan. 3, 
1874, no more dividends were declared. After 
that all the profits were added to the surplus 
fund; but this was accomplished ia the face of 
great opposition on the part of the Directors.“ 

„Now, about the loans made to Hough, Dob- 
bins, and yourself in January, 1873, and which 
were afterward charged to yourself!“ 

* That statement may all be true; for all of 
Hough’s and Dobbins’ stock account I took 
into my private account. But the T. 8. Dob- 
bins’ loan of $118,614, and which was canceled 
by Calumet stock and by profit and loss, was 
another thing. The most of this sum was 
loaned Dobbins long before I went into the 
bank. I determined to call it in and realize on 
it. [got for it Calumet stock and Chicago & 
Pacific Railroad bonds. I took them at a loss, 
to be sure, but it was under author- 
ity from the Directors.

$35,000. As for the C. T. Bowen loans, we did 
what we thought was for the best.

“Did subsequent information prove the ac- 
curacy of that statement! 

By vo means, sir; and this fact will be fully 
shown at the proper time and place.“ 

What do vou know about the stock of the 
Garden City Insurance Company ion which the 
State Savings institution invested so largely 
after the big flre !“ 

I know very little about that matter. I 
knew there was such an indebtedness when I 
bought in, but the old crowd represented to me 
that it would take only some $10,000 or $15,000 
to buv up all the remaining and outstanding 
policies of the Company. John C. Haines was 
interested in it individually, but to what extent 
I do not know. I alterwards learned that it 
would take a great deai of money. ‘The policies 
were never all purchased, if [remember rightly. 
But Mr. Guild and Mr. Dore did most of the 
work, and know more about the matter than I 


„Were there ever any payments made by 
other companies to this company?’ 

“Yes, there was. There was a Company—I 
think it was the Commercial—which paid a cer- 
tain amount to the bank; but 1 did not know 
how much.“ 


LOBBY EXPENSES. 


“If l remember rightly, Mr. Spencer, it was 
found at the time of the il vestigation that large 
sums of money had been paid out for lobbying 
purposes at Springfield. Do you know anything 
about that charge!“ 

“Yes; Iremember that one statement sent 
to me was to the effect that the aggregate was 
nearly $100,000. Now I don’t know anything 
about so large a sum as that; although I can’t 
tell what was done in that direction before I 
wentin. But I do know, that some $12,000 or 
$15,000 was raised among afew of us bankers 
to be sent to Springfiela during the session of 
187677 to prevent unfriendly legislation, and 
secure us a favorable banking law.“ 

**What do you mean by ‘afew ot us bank- 
ers!“ 

I mean just this,—that John C. Haines, Syd- 
ney Myers, and myself agreed to raise a sum of 
money pro rata, according to the amount of our 
deposits. This money was sent to Springfield to 
a well-known lobby agent there, who was to 
place it ‘where it would do the most good.. 

WHY SPENCER RAN AWAY. 

The next question I asked Mr. Spencer was 
whether the money he had exchanged at Que- 
bec was some that be took from the bank. His 
answer, quite emphatic, was as follows: 

No, sir; I never took a dollar from the 
bank. Let me explain right here the reasons 
for my sudden departure, as well as this money 
question. It was originally intended by me to 
go to New York and borrow more money to 
pull us through. I bad been to New York be- 
fore during that same month. You see, the 
panic in St. Louis brought on a similar bad 
state of affairs in Chicago, and presently a ter- 
rible run was being made upon us by our de- 
positors. Tnis run began the 16th of July, and 
by the 18tb there was a perfect mob of almost 
crazy people in and around the bank. On the 
19th we put on the rule which required that 
each depositor should give us sixty days’ no- 
tice. This quieted matters down somewhat, 
but there was more or less money going out 
on checks till along about

was still anxious to go to New York with 
a view to hiring money. I went to bed after 1 
o'clock, but not to sleep. Early Sunday fore- 
noon I saw Beckwith, aud we agreed to meet 
soon afterwards at the dank. We did not deem 
it advisable to be seen in the public stredts 
together, so he walked down and I rode down 
in as ree When we met at the 
bank, with again advised me to leave the 
city. He had said something about it the past 
week, but I paid no attention to bim, my mind 
being fixed on New York City. Judge Beck- 
with renewed his advice that I should leave. 
I refused to do anything of the sort. ‘What!’ 
said I, ‘leave my life's work behind me thus, 
and fly! Nol’ I exclaimed. ‘I cannot, 1 will 
not do that.’ But Beckwith persisted in advis- 
ing me to go away. I need not repeat to you 
the reasons he gave why it would be better if 1 
did so. Among other things he told me, bow- 
ever, was that the depositors were wild with 
anger and desperation, and that after the failure 
of the bank they would come down in a mob 
and tear down the building. ‘You they will 
kill,’ said be, for it is you alone that they hold 
responsible.’ But I need not give you all his 
reasons. hey will be made public at the prop- 
er time. It is enough to say that I tinaliy told 
hiu L would go up home and think about it. 
The safe door was open and the bonds were 
ready for me to take to New York; but I 
touched them not. The door was closed, the 
key turned, and I never saw another dollar of 


the State Savings funds or securities.

COMING TO CANADA. 

Mr. Spencer will probably go to Canada in 
the sprinc, or as soon as bis wife is able to stand 
the hardships of the journey. He will never 
forgot the past, and he speaks of it with the 
deepest emotion, and with positive sympathy 
for the many suffering poor people who lost 
their savings when disaster and disgrace came 
upon bm. He has struggled against disease, 
against mental n all things, so as 
to be able to fight the battle which is bound to 
come sooner or later, when the time is oppor- 
tune and bis safe return to Chicago is aseured. 
Once the indictment. now held against him is 
taken off, and he is permitted to do so with 
freedom, he will retarn to Chicago and explain 
fully the condition ‘of the affairs of the State 
Savings institution. He wilt explain more 
fully and accurately than any one van explain 
for bim why there were no assets to meet the 
liabilities, and will show how it happened that 
the *‘ surplus fund“ and “‘cash on hand” so 
mysteriously disappeared. He will point out to 
the Receiver—vnay, more, be will point out to 
the depositors—how and where they may find 
property, if not money, to reimburse them- 
selves for their losses. This he will doif he is 
permitted to return, and depart when he has 
accomplished his mission. He wishes to leave 
Chicago when he has explained all; be has no 
desire to live there afterall that has passed. For 
no matter how thorough may be his atonement, 
how satisfactory his explanation, how complete 
his acquittal in pubite opinion, the dark cloud 
will never be entirely removed.

THE PACKERS. 


All the Houses Busied in Clean- 
ing Up. 


They Are Not Buying Hogs, and Intend 
to Fight It Out. 


The Rev. Father Carten Sends a Most Sensible 
Letter to the Butchers, 
— 
And Urges Them to Retreat from 
Their Unwise Demand. 


Yesterday was cleaning-uo day with many of 
the packing-houses, and almost all of those 
firms which did not put their places iu order 
will do so today. As a general rule, the 
packers stated that this acuon was due to the 
coming of Christmas, bat the unanimity with 
which they abstained from buying hogs yester- 
day, and the by no means vague bintse which 
they threw out as to their motive in so abstain- 
ing, leave but little doubt that at last the 
packers have come to something like a definit 
understanding, and that a policy of combined 
inaction is about to be inaugurated upon a solid 
and substantial basis. Every bouse in the 
yards was visited by a TaisUNz reporter, and

THE RESULT IN BRIEF OF His RESEARCHES: 

At the Chicago Packing & Provision Com- 
pany a force of 900 men were engaged in killing 
the rest of the hogs purchased last week, and 
cuiting up those slaughtered sesterday. The 
lot will be completely worked off this evening, 
and as the Company bought no bogs yesterday, 
and will not buy any to-day, the packmg-house 
will be in a condition to participate in a policy 
of masterly inactivity from Christmas forward, 
if necessary. 

At Davis, Atkinson &Co.’s English house, 
where work hag been kept right on, 340 men 
were at work, and it was the intention to con- 
tinue operations with possibly a suspension on 
Christmas-Day, 

At Higgins & Co.’sa gang of 20 butchers 
were at work. The firm purchase 1 600 hogs 
yesterday morning, which they killed during the 
aay. They will work off all their stock by tnis 
evening, and what they will do after Christmas 
is quite problematical, with a strong probability 
that they will do nothing. 

Work was going ou as usual at Charles Coun- 
selman & Co.’s aud Michener & Uo.’s ham- 
houses, though operations were lighter than 
usual owing to the small supplies coming from 
the packing-houses. 

At Chapin & Cudahy’s house a couple of 
dozen men wege at work putting the finishing 
strokes to the last purchase of hogs made by the 
firm. The house will be empty to-day, and the 
firm are going to try the virtue of helping the 
other packers to do nothing before they resume 


work. 

Seventy men were at work at Tenfel, Son & 
Co.’s, where plain sailing has prevailed all 
through the strike. This firm is going to go on 
killing as usual. 

Davis Brothers had a gang of about 100 men 
at work killing on Monday, but purchased no 
hogs yesterday. Cutting operations constituted 
the sole work at the house, which will be closed 
to-morrow. | 

Jones & Stiles were killing and packing as 
usual yesterday with a force of 100 men. 

The Ricker Packing Company were doing 
nothing, and will not resume work until the 
rigbt to hire and discharge men at will is accord- 
ed them. 

The Latcham Packing-House was running at 
half time, with a force of eighty men. The pro- 
prietor stated that be was in doubt as to whether 
the house would continue work after Christmas. 
He had acceded to the demands of the butchers, 
but notwithstanding this be had mot been able 
to secure men to do his work in a steady and 
satisfactory manner. Taking into consideration 
the double problem presented by the uosatis- 
factory condition of the hog market and the 
unsettied state of the labor supply he could 
not tell what the coming week was going to 
bring forth, 

H. Botsford & Co. had 200 men working on 
half time. ‘The firm intended to keep on work- 
ing if they could gat the hogs, which they con- 
sidered doubtful, as the receipte were, on ac- 
count of the strike, very small. They exnected 
to close up work by this evening and suspend 
operations until after Christmas. 

B. F. Murphy & Co. were running with 250 
men on half time. They purchased no hogs 
yesterday, and intended to clear up to-day and 
do nothing until Christmas had and 
gone. 

The Allerton Packing Company were running 
on half time, with a force of men. They 
aid not purchase hogs yesterday, and intended 
to shut down on work this evening, the ques- 
tion of resuming operations being doubtful and 
dependent upon circumstances. 

At Armour & Uo.’s packing-bouse a force of 
150 men, among them halfa dozen Union men, 
whom waot had driven to work for the relief of 
their families, were engaged in different parts 
of the establishment. A number of these men 
are being instructed in the various t -anches of 
the killing operation, and the firm hope in a few 
davs to have a force on hand who will be able 
to dis of from 2,000 to 3,000 b a day. 

At Fowler Bro hers’ place over 100 men were 
at work, among them being three members of 
the Union. Yesterday was pay-day at this es- 
tablishment, and the place was visited by over 
1100 of the men who struck work last week. 
Some slight unpleasantness has been anrici- 
pated, but the strikers came, got their money, 
and weot as quietly as possible. But few of 
them had anything to say, and the majority of 
these merely expressed regret at the strike, and 
a hope that it would soon be over, with bere 
and there an assurance that Lhey would be glad 


to get back to work, Union or no Union. 


Neither Fowler Brothers nor Armour & Co. 
had heard of any attempt being made yet to 
close out their outside establishments, and any 
reports to the eontrary they ed as orig- 
inating among the strikers. 

Yesterday morning Mr. Foster, of the Town

: THE WORKING ON SUNDAY. 
Of cours I know that there are certain opera- 
tions connected with packing which have to be 
done on Sunday as well as on week days, but in 
some of the houses no regard whatever is paid 
to the requirements of the Sabbath. In the 
first place, of course, the men ought not to de 
debarred from the consolations of religion on 
thie day, and from the benefit derived from the 
se;smons and exhortations which are given on 
the Sabbath. But besides this these men are 
very bard workers, and it is only just that they 
should be allowed one reguiar day of rest in the 
week. I will say that in this matter Messrs. 
Fowler Brothers and Armour & Co. (the pack- 
ing-houses which are leading the opposition to 
the strikers) have been always most considerate, 
but many of the others, especially one of the 
largest among them, seem almost to vrefer 
working on that day. The one I refer to has, 
over and over again, employed its full comple- 
ment of hands on Sunday, and then provided 
them with no work at all on the following day. 
This is not richt. and I think that something 
should be done to remedy this evil.“ 

„Lou have not heard from the Union} since 
you sent off your letter!“ 

„No, not yet. I hope though, that something 
will be dove to stop the strike. All that is 
needed I think to improve the aspect of affairs 
is a little conciliation on the part of the employ- 
ers. ‘he men feel aurt. They think that they 
have been badly treated, they feel that they are 
strung, but yet if they were approached in a 
kindly spirit I think that they would be willing 
to come to terms. 

‘Don’t you think that if you preached a 
Christmas-Day sermon on the stride, setting 
forth the views which led you to write 
letter, it would have a good effect? You could 
sbow in your impartial way just where the 
faults of both siaes lay, and the lessoo, which 
Tun Trisuns would publish for the benefit of 
the packers who might pot be present, could 
hardly fail to produce good results. 

“Tam afraid that that would be too sensa- 
tional. No, in sending my letter to the Union I 
think I have goue as far as I care to go.“ 

THE PACKERS. 

The situation as far as the packers are con- 
cerned was but little changed. yesterday. The 
usual meeting was held yesterday afternoon, 
and the usual remarks were made about stick- 
ing togetifer. Nothing whatever was done be- 
yond a general diecussion of the situation. The 
general feeling seems to be that the whole fight 
tarng upon the question as to whether Armour 
& Co. and Fowler Bros. can hold out. Mr. Ar- 
mour says that be will work what non-Union 
men he has now, with such others as may come 
io, whether they are affiliated or not, and con- 
tinue to protect them in their work. He will 
not hear of giving in. 

The Fowlers also aver that they will keep up 
their position untii their last hog: dies in the 
peos, and then they will bave whom they please 
to carry off the carcasses,

A Brief Histery of the Expensive Ful.

Away back in 1802-63. City Engineer Ches- | 


brougb, in bis anoual report to. the Board of 
Public Works, discuss ed the various plans by 
which the North Branch of the Chicago River 
might be purged of its filth and serve to carry 
away the sewage of that portion of the city. 
There had been many plans introduced by mem-

Trial of 9 Yeas for Shooting the 
Runaway. 


The Right ef Policemen te Kill under 
Such Circumstances Questioned, 


Especially as They Had No Warrant 
for O’Brien’s Arrest. 


The trial of ex-Officer William Jones for the 


| murder of “Kid” O’Brien Sept. 15, 1878, was 


resumed in the Associate Criminal Court before 
Judge Smitb at 10 o'clock yesterday morning. 
Oo the previous afternoon a jury was obtained, 
and two witnesses testified for the prosecution. 
The State is represented fn thie case by Mr. H. 
W. Thomson on bebslf of the State’s Attorney, 
and by Mr. A. 8. Trude, specially retained; and 
Mesers. John Lyle Kivg and Joseph H. Bonfield 
represent the defendant. The inconvenient lit- 
tle room formerly occupied by the Grand Jury 
was crowded, and considerable interest was 
manifested in the proceedings. Capt. Buckley 
and other police officers were present. 
THE KILLING OF O'BRIEN 

occurred Sunday, Sept. 15, 1878, on the corner 
of Archer avenue and Butterfield street. 
O’Brien bore a hard reputation, and Jones at- 
tempted to arrest him. It is claimed that in so 
doing, not having a warrant, Jones exceeded 


bis duty, and that when he fired two sbote at 


O’Brien, ove of which killed the man, be (Jones) 
committed murder. The points involved, 
therefore, bring up the whole question as to the 
right of officera to arrest without warrants, or 
on what the police call general principles.’’ 

Fred Ebert, who had testified on the previous 
day, was cross-examined by Mr. King. He said 
that He saw the boy (O’Brien) run about 100 
feet north on Butterfield street, Officer Jones 
gaining on bim before he fired either shot. 
After O’Brien fell, Jones and the other officer 
came up and tried to drag him along. He said 
he was shot, and wanted them to send (for his 
fa'her. 

EDWARD FINN, 
a laborer in the employ of the Chicago City 
Raiiroad, residing on Butterfield street, testi- 
fied to seeing O’Brien running. with ue officers 
after him. He heard two shots fired, and saw 
the man fall. O’Brien made no attempt to 
draw a pistol, or to put his hand behind him, 
80 far as witness could see. 
MARY FRAWLEY, 

married, and residing at No. 985 Butterfield 
street, testified that when standing in her door- 
way between 1 and 2 o’clock Sept. 15, 1878, she 
saw two officers and a boy rund ug. She saw 
one of the policemen (whom she identitied as 
Jones) fire at O’Brien twice. When the first 
shot was fired there were not more than twenty- 
five or tuirty feet between the officer and 
O'Brien, and when ‘he second was fired Jones 
had gaiped somewhat. Themen dad run per- 
haps ‘he length of three houses before the first 
shot was fired. After the second shot O’Brien 
tell an his knees. He sad, “You have shot 
me, “* Send for my father.“ Witness did 
pos see O'Brien make any motion towards 
his pistol-pocket, and as she was looking direc: iv 
at bim she must have seen anv such motion if 
it had been made. Witoess resided on the east 
side of Butterfield street, just north of Archer 
avenue. 

The cross-examination of this witness did not 
develope any material facts not Drought out by 
the direct examination. Ano attempt was made 
to show that the wituess had testified at the 
Coruner’s inquest that it was after the first shut 
was fired that O’Briep said, “I am shot; let me 
Uve,“ or words to that effect. The witness said 
that it was not until after the second shot, when 
O'Brien fell on bis knees in the ditch, that he 
used those words. Witness Knew nothing of 
O’Brien or any of the family before che shoot- 
ing, but had seen his father, mother, and widow 

in court and at the inquest. 

DR. . c. MOORS, 
practi*ing p p, said he was called about 1 
o’clock on afternoon of Sunday, Sept. 15, 
1878, to the Twenty-second Street Station. 
There he found O’Brien lying on a mattress. 
He oad a bullet-wound in bis back about two 
inches to the right of the spine and between he 
ninth and tenth ribs. The bullet had probabiv 
vassed re liver and stomach into the 
abdomen was great loss of blood, and 
the 8 was lo a state of collapse. Witness 
found he could do nothing, for the man was 
dying. He calied again a couple of later 
and the patient was still worse. Witness“ ad- 
ministered a etimulant, bu: could not probe the 
wound as it would have been dangerous to

CLARA O'BRIEN, 
widow of the deceased, testified that sbe was 
married to him one vear before be was killed, 
she being 15 years of age at the time of the mar- 
riage. She identified a blue coat produced as 
being that worn by her hasband on the daf he 
was shot. It h a small round hole in the 
back, made oy « baiiet. 

Mrs. O. Brien, mother of the deceased, swore 
that she beard after the shooting that her son 
was at the police station, and tried to get in to 
see him, but was told two or three times to 
come again in fifteen minutes. She saw the 
Lieutenant and some other officers, but did not 
see Officer Jones. She was nat allowed to go 
down-stairs to see ber son while he lay wound- 
ed, but sbe saw bim dead that evening. 

The Court ruled out this testimony on the 
ground that Jomes was not present. The coat 
was then offered in evidence. 

Mrs. O’Brien identified tne coat as that of her 
son. Shesaid he wore it when he parted 
ber balf an bour before be was shot. She then 
lived on Butterfield street, between Eignteenth 
and Nineteenth streets, and there she last saw 
bim alive. He was 18 years and 17 days old 
when be died. 

At this poiat the State rested its case. Wit- 
pesses for the deiense were not ready, and me 
Court took a recess for au bour. 

On the resumption of the trial after recess 
the defense began their side of the case.

The first time be 
pointed bis pistol in the air. O’Brien put his 
hand behind him after the first shot.

Their Immense New Elevator. 

A very pleasant party, eomposed principality 
o: members of the Board of Trade and gentile- 
men interested in the grain interests of Coicago, 
left the Central Depot, foat of Lake street, at 2 
o’clock yesterday afternoon, for the purpdse of 
visiting the new e.evator recentiy erected at the 
foot of Morgan street by Armour, Dole & Co., 
and known as elevator D.“ The firm has 
built at different times elevators ‘ A, .“ 
and C,“ all for the accommodation of the 
grain traffic of the Chicago,. Burlington & 
Quincy Road, the constantly increasing propor- 
tions of which necessitated the erection of the 
new building. which is me largest of ite kind in 
the world. Ou reaching it, the party disem- 
barked, and were first shown the main floor of 
the building, witnessing with interest 
the process of unloading a, tram of 
grain-laden cars which had just ar- 
rived. The elevator was built especially 
to accommodate cars of the Chicago Buriing- 
ton & Quincy Road, and has facilities for un- 
loading tweive of them at one time, the ship- 
ping facilities being fourteen cars, so that in 
case of necessity twenty-six cars can be handled 
atonce. Aiter an inspection of the work of 
loading and unloading cars, the party proceeded 
to view the engine, a quiétiy-working monster 
of 850 horse-power. The attention of the visit- 
ors was chen called to the appliances for ex- 
tinguishing fires. and the large pumps, erected 
solely for this purpose, were set in operation. 
Although astrovge southwest wind was biow- 
ing atwo and ove-half inch stream was sent 
clear across the Union slip, which sdjoins the 
elevator on the west, and also to the eaves of 
the elevator, a distance of ninety feet. A trip 
through the building was then taken, the 
enormous bins situated om the upper floors at- 
wacting the most attention. 

As before stated, there are twelve receiving 
and fourteen shipping clevators, arranged in 
parallel lines lougitudinally witbin the butid- 
ing. Eechk elevator-belt’ carries 276 buckets, 
each six inches wide and high, and twenty inches 
jong, aod travels with a speed of 510 feet per 
minute, whict is sufficient to raise a car-load of 
2 (25,000 pounds) from the pit into which ft 

dumped to the upvermost floor (a hight of 126 
feet) in four minutes. The twelve receiving 
elevators are arranged ma row near the centre 
of the building with a railroad track on each 
side of them, so that twelve cars can be upload- 
ed at once. Steam hovrste are arranged bet ween 
tbe “legs” of each of these elevators, for ope- 
tating ‘he scoops from either side for the un- 
loading of cars. The elevators are all driven dy 
paper-friction from tbree lines of shafting which 
ruo the en- 
tire length of ing, measuring 
in all 1,080 feet. These lines of shafting have 
motion transmitted by eight powerful bevel- 
geared wheels, — at a e d of ninety-six 
revolutions per minute. 3 transmitted 
from the engine alluded to above, which is of 
the inverted cylinder, condensing pattern, the 
cylinder being fifty-two inches in diameter, and 
having a forty-two-iveh stroke. It makes fifty- 
five revolutigas per minute, and is equal to 
borse-power. The main belt is feet in 
length, and passes over a lower band-whee! six- 
teen feet in diameter and an upper puiley sine 
feet in demeter. This belt transmits power 
from the engine to the upper live of sbafting, 
is made in a single piece, and ts the longest @e- 
chinery belt ever manufactured. .

WALKER’S CLAIMS. 


The Joint Committee on Public Buildings and 
Service met yesterday forenoon and examined 
once more into Edwin Walker’s claims against 
the county. These claims amouht to $150,416, 
made up as follows: Discounts on county 
orders, $22,375; extra cost of material, $19,102; 
extra cost of labor, $70,230; extra work and de- 
lays copseguent on changing the Court- 
House doorways, $18,700. Walker re- 
ceived vouchers or county Orders repre- 
senting $152,483, which he had to get 
cashed at 85 cents on the dollar, and he claims 
that, as his contract calle for payment in lawful 
money, he is entitled to be recompensed for 
this loss. 

As to the loss by delays, hie contention is that 
the county forced these upon him. The stone- 
work on the »Suilding was, according to the con- 
tract, to have been completed by Oct. 1, 1878. 
He says he was ready to finish the work in the 
time specified, but that the county changed the 
plans, had trouble with other contractors which 
prevented bim from working, and finally ordered 
bim to stop altogether. Since October, 1878, 
wages of stone-cutters and laborers and the 
price of material used in the building bave con- 
siderably advanced, and he wants an allowance 
for that. 

Commissioner Wood was willing to allow the 
discounts, the claim on account of doorwavs, 
and that for extra material, aggregating $60, 177, 
but declined to consider the claim for $70,239 on 
account of extra wages. Commissioner Senne 
held that Walker having accepted the orders,

PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 
RESULTS OF ruh RECENT INSPECTION. 

Some days ago it was noted, on the strength 
of the compliaic.s about the condition of the 
Wells Street School, that the Health Commis- 
sioner had ordered a thorough inspection of 
all the school buildings in the city. Later it 
was stated, upon the authority of the Com- 
missioner, that the inspection showed that the 
buildings were in a good sanitary condition, 
except that the uripalsin some of them were 
frozen up, and the ventilation was not what it 
ought to be. But yesterday the facts. came to 
light—so far as the Inspectors have been able 
to present them—upon the Superintendent of 
Schpols asking for them in person. He assisted 
in going over the reports, and subsequently the 
following was forwarded to bim, which tells

from what the reporters bad been led to pub- 
lish:

missioner of Health to send you the accompany- 
ing extracts from reports of our sanitary offi- 
cers 4 received. Your special attention 
is respectfully directed to the following defects 
in the various wards, and it is believed the pres- 
ent season of vacation will be a favorable time 
for effecting such repairs as appear to be re- 


quired : 

Second Ward—Haven School—Vaults need 
cleaning; Jones School—Ventilation and a con- 
stantly var temperature require attention. 

Fourth Ward—UCottage Grove School—Privies 
not connected with sewer or water, and are in a 
very filthy condition, full and offensive. In the 
boys’ department the urinal-trough is leaking 
onto the floor. ydrant in the yard is also 
leaking from a woro-out faucet, and, as there 
are no sewer connections, the water remains on 
the ground. 125 

Calumet Avenue §School—Privy-vaults not 
connected with sewer, and no waste water can 
run off. Contents of urinal and waste water 
from yard bydrant rug into vaults, and, at 
times, cause overtiow and very bad smells. 

Fifth Ward— Holden School, Jones School, 
and school corner of Fuller street and Archer 
avenue have each privy-vaults which need cleap- 


ing. 

Eleventh Ward—Elizabeth Branch School has 
a privy in dad condition, which should have a 
thorough Cleaning at once. 

Thirteeuth Ward—Brown and Lincoln Schools 
—Ventilation bad. The urinals in the schools of 
this ward need to be supplied with running wa- 


ter. 

Fourteenth Ward— Washington School—Urin- 
al very offensive; Cleaver School—Surroundings 
west of building ‘need immediate attention; 
Wells School—Urinals offensive: Wicker Park 
School—Privies need a thorough disinfection ; 
Holstein School—Ventilation too free and 
should be repaired. 

Sixteenth Ward—Vedder Street School— 
Urinals in a filthy condition and require elean- 
ing; and Lincoln Street School im same condi- 
tion. 

Seventeenth Ward—Pearson Street School— 
Ventilation is imperfect. Flues seem only to 
work when there is a strong wind. Heating ap- 
paratug is poor. Pearson street itself is in a 
bad condition. being beo grade and becoming 
a swamp in wet weather. 

Eighteenth Ward—The Kinzie and Sheidon 
Schools—Ventilation bed. Huron Street Scaool 
—Ventilation bad, and its general sanitary con- 
dition extremely unsatisfactory. 

Special attention is called to defects in and 
about the Scammon School, which are too nu- 
merous for detail mention. Its faults and im- 
perfections can hardly be exaggerated, and de- 
mand immediate correction. 

All mention of the condition of the North 
Wells Street School is purposely omitted in 
this report for the reason that its sanitary needs 
have Jately received such wide public discussion 
as to render repetition superfluous. Very ro-

THE REPORT SHOWs S®VERAL THINGS, 

among which ia that the schools generally are in 
a bad sanitary condition; that the Inspectors of 
the Health Department haye been remiss in 
their duty; and that the school-:eachers have 
come far short of their duty by failing to 
notice the causes ot complaint themselves. Just 
where the first responsibility belongs some one 
else will have to figure out, but the 
facts are certaialy. no credit to the Health 
Department, nor to the teachers of the respect- 
ive schools. if the teachers had complained 
the evils would long ago have been corrected ; 
aud, on the other hand, if the Ward Inspectors 
had performed their duty the teachers would have 
been reiieved of all biame. In any event, there 
is something wrong somewhere, but, acting upon 
the suggestion of Dr. DeWolf, Superintendent 
Dotey promises to have it corrected, and in re- 
turn the Health Department and teachers should 
promise that the like shall not occur again. 


HOTEL BARS. 
THEY HAVE NO SPECIAL PRIVILEGES. 

The Mayor is really on the war-path. Some 
days ago, at the instance of some of the saloon- 
men, who claimed that the bars connected with 
the hotels were paying no attention to the 12 
o’clock ordinance, he asked the City-Attorney 
for an opinion as to whether inns or taverns had 
any rights which the ordinary saloonist did not 
have. Yesterday he received the following 
reply, which speaks for itseif: 

Law DEPARTMENT, CHICAGO, Dec. 22.—The 
Hon. Carter H. H Mayor, ete.— S1: You 
request an opinion from the Law Department 
as to whether or not the keepers of “inns,” 
“taverns,” and botels “ in the City of Chi- 
cago come within and under the ordinances of 
the City of Chicago relating to the sale, etc., of 
intoxicating liquors; or, stated differently, 
whether or not such keepers of ins.“ 
“taverns,”’ and botels have any common- 
law richt in the maintenance and prosecution of 
their business to sell or give away intoxicating 
liquors which is hot subject to the control of 
the Council to license, regulate, and prohibit 
the selling or giving away of any intoxicating, 
malt, vinous, mixed, or fermented liquors.” 

Aithougb in England hotel bas a slightly 
different s cance than inn or tavern,““ 
vet in this country botel,“ inn,“ and 
„ taveru are practically synonymous, and as 
such I shall coasider them. 

here is no statute in this State by which 
mus or hotels are regulated or licensed, 
although in many States they are under 
statutory restrictions and regulations. 

The sale of intoxicat liquors in taverns 
and ines in England is subject to control and 
regulations of Parliament, and there ino- 
keepers have no common-law richt to sell in- 
toxicating liquors which is net subject to 
14 and police regulations.

ACADEMY OF FINE ARTS. 
THE STUDENTS aXD TEACHERS 
of the Art Schoo! of the Chicago Academy of Fine 
Arts gave a view of their work of the last term 
to their friend vesterday afternoon at the Acad- 
emy rooms in Pike's Butiding.

These are about equally distributed among 
the different branches of study.

THE POOR-HOUSBE. 
PREVENTION AGAINST FIRE NEEDED. 

Following is the report regarding the unsafe 
condition of the Poor-House and Insane Asylum 
mabe to the County Board Monday by Mat: 
Benner: 

According to request, I visited the Insane Asylum 
and Poor-House on the 6th ult. (the day of your 
annual inspection), for the purpose of examining 
their construction and requirements in regard to 
their prevention from destruction by fire, and also 
the means of escape of the Occupants of said build- 
ings in case of fire. 

Acknowledging that it is a duty that all officials, 
whether State or local, owe to humanity to protect 
the infirm, feeonle-minded, or needy, and knowi 
the 1 — of your honorabie body in rega 
to the inmates of said builaings, in 2 capacity 
as their public guardtan. I present following 
suggestions for your consideration: 

Iam under the painfal necessity of saying that 
I was astonished to find so little attention paid to 
What 1 think would be one of ita chef necessi- 
ties the guarding agaipst ite destruction by fire. 

A four-story and basement building, 350 feet 
long, 50 feet wide, with an L' 100 feet long, 
containing nearly 500 poopie, mostly all of tnem 
in an infirm state of mind and health, which would 
require the persons! attention of the several em- 
— — in securing tbeir escape in case of fire,—a 

uilding covering such a large area, without a fire- 
wall running the roof, I think is a crim- 
inal neglect. In fact, it was fortunate that a fire 
discovered a few days ago was seen and extin- 
guished before it gained any headway; had it 
been allowed to burn five minutes longer. 
from present appearances, the fire 
have reached the attic, and in that event the whole 
Fire Department of the city could not have saved 
the roof, or probably the buliding itself; conse- 
quently there is no telling how many lives would 
have been loet on the occasion. ‘ 

To prevent such I recommend that at least three 
fire walis should be run t and four feet 
above the roof, soasto divide it into sections, 
which, in the event of a fire, with the assistance of 
the employes, ought to prevent any other section 
from burning. 

In addition to the above I would also recemmend 
that at least four stand-pipes; with ladders, be 
placed thereon, with platforms at every floor, one 
on the north end of the buiiding, one on the east, 
oue on the south, and one on the west side, the 
same to be connected with the pumps, controlied 
by valves, so that any one or all of them could de 
used at the same time. 

For the three-story building I recommend two 
stand-pipes, one on the north and one on the 
south sides. On account of so many persons be- 
ing in that condition where it would be necessary 
to carry them out, which, in my judgment. would 
be impossible in case of fire, [ wouid therefore 
recommend that on the three upper floors of the 
main building and two in the frame building, can- 
— — — on reels, so that they could 

put in service im less than one minute. By their 
use, with two persons on each floor. with one or 
more on the ground, all of the inmates could be 
removed in the quickest possible time. 

And when you take into consideration the class 
of persons the employes have to contend with, I 
consider the shute and stand-pipe the most prac- 
tical device in existence.

New York, Dec. 23.—Edison bag already his 
perfected electric-light lamps in operation in 
Menlo Park, N. J., and it is reported he will 
light up all the houses and street-lamos in 
Menlo Park, and publicly demonstrate that he 
can do all be claims with his horseshoe light un 
bis charcoal-paper burners, burning steadily for 
several days without change.

Many districte 
have no seed-potatoes for planting next year. 
Typhoid-fever bas broken out in many villages, 
though the authorities are doing all they can to 
furnish medical attention. Fortunately, wood 
is plentiful, and the owners of the vast forests 
distribute firing at 4 mere nominal price, or on 
signing a receipt for the same.

IRELAND'S STRESS. 


Incidents Connected with the Arrest of 
Brennan—Agrarian Outrages—Reports of 
— Distress in the West—Johna Bright oa 

land. :

Dustin, Dec. 6.— The cable will have told you 
the news of Brenuan's arrest and his removal to 
Castlebar, the chief town of Mayo County. Mr. 
Brennan was nominally Secretary to the Irish 
National Land League, but nis real position is 
clerk to a company of millers. He resided in 


Dublin, at No. 6 Russell street, and at 7 o’clock | 


yesterday morning Mr. Mallon, Superintendent 
of the Detective Police, accompanied by a couple 
of subordinates, called at the house, bad Mr. 
Brennan called, and exhibited a warrant for bis 
arrest. The charge against nim is that of hay- 
ing made a speech, in which the accused “ wicked- 
ly, maliciously, and seditiously contriving and 
intending to disturd the peace of the Queen 
and raise discontent and disaffection among the 
Queen's subjects, and promote feelings of iil- 
will and hostility between different classes of 
such subjects, and to excite such subjects to 
break the law, and to attempt to procare other- 
Wise than by lawful means the alteration of the 
laws of the realm, and resist. by force and vio- 
lence the enforcement of legal process of richts 
by said law established, and to excite disaffcc- 
tion among and to seduce from their duty and 
aliegiance members of the Roval Irish Con- 
stabulary, spoke and piblished to the said as- 
sembly certain wicked, seditious, and inflamma- 
tory words.” And then the ‘warrant proceeded 
to recite the whole of the highly inflammatory 
and impassioned harangue which Brennan deliv- 
ered at Balla on Noy. 22, on the spot where the 
eviction was to have taken place. 
AFTER THE ARREST. 

It will be recollected that he then turned to 
the constabulary force there assembled t) eu- 
force the law if necessity arose for their inter- 
ference, and made an appeal to them, jin which 
he seemed to say that if they performed their 


duties as constables they would be destroying |: 


their couatry. It is this special passage, prob- 
abiy. which has moved the Government to bring 
all the State machinery into action in order to 
procure a conviction fur seaition of a 
person the reverse of prominent. The arrest 
was Very quietly effected, and scarcely any one 
was aware of it until hours bad passed. Before 
emovai from bis own house be was allowed to 

mmunicate With the manager of the mills and 
otner friends, and to make family arrange- 
ments. He was then conveyed by train to Cas- 
tlebar, a distance of 150 miles, As the news of 
the arrest was spread by telegraph along the 
ine crowds of sympathizers began to 
gather at the railway stations where the train 
should pass, in order to have a glimose of the 
latest martyr.”’ This was especially the case 
in Mavo County, where the prisoner had taken 
a leading part in working up the agrariaa agita- 
tion during the past months. When, at Castle- 
bar, he was being conveyed upon an outside car 
from the railway-depot to the Court-House, a 
great crowd accompanied him, sheering 
enthusiastically. At the Court-House Mayor 
Wyse, the resident magistrate, was awaiting 
the arrival of the prisoner, for the purpose of 
completing the prelimivary examination, which 
wasa necessary formal before he could be 
committed to jail. Thé@@arrant for Mr. Bren- 
nan’s arrest was produced. It had been grant- 
ed on an information sworn by Mr. Carter, the 
Sup-Inspector of Constabulary, who was pres- 
ent at Louamore, near Balla, when the in- 
criminated speech was spoken. Mr. Carter now 
reiterated bis belief in the truth of the state- 
ments contained in big information. Then the 
Detective Superintendent very briefly reported 
the arrest. The Crown Solicitor, Mr. Jordan, 
who has officia) charge of the cese, then de- 
clared that a shorthand writer named Bond had 
taken a full note of the prisoner’s speech. He 
could pot, bowever, be present until Monday, 
and therefore the Crown Solicitor prayed that 
the prisover might be remanded til: then, which 
was done, as a matter of course. ä 

THE FEELING IN IRELAND. 

Before being removed to jail Mr. Brennan 
was allowed to have a comfortable dinner, sent 
in from the best hotel in the town, in the room 
usually reserved for the accommodation of the 
Judges, and it has been settled that he shall 
bere every possible indulgence while under re- 
straint. A great improvement, from a legal 
point of view, in the conduct of this case is that 
the defense bas been intrusted to Mr. O'Malley, 
one of the most experienced barristers on the 
Connaught circuit. When the prisoner was 
being conveyed from the Court-House to the 
prison an entbusiastic crowd followed the ve- 
hicle, cheering him and groaning the landlords 
alternately with equal vigor. At night a 
large crowd paraded. the town of Castle- 
bar, carrying a lighted tar-barrel and 
cheering for Breonap, but were was 
not the slightest attémpt at a breach of 
the peace. re canon be a doubt that 
this arrest was a great mistake. He was an in- 
significant man defore his capture. Heisa 
man reveling ia wild, frothy, irresponsible 
deciamation rather than eloquence. The 
Dablin Freeman’s Journa , commenting on the 
affair, says very truly: Neither by position 
nor. antecedents was de a wan of any stand- 
ing or influence, and probably even his 
name will gbe unknown to most of 
our readers. Now he is a political 
personage, safe of return, if heso desires it, 
for some popular constituency, and with a po- 
litical career open to him. If it be the policy of

The result of the present system 
is that ther have for some years been lviwg 
not upon the legitimate profigs of the soil, or of 
their own labor, but upon a kind of pawoing of 
their crops and cattle—a kind of bill-broking in 
money and coods which has now come to au end. 
It is entirely a mistake 40 imagine that this 
year, bad as it is in so far as crops are ’ 
cerned, is worse than last year. The trat it 
is better, and the people tell you so,ig every- 
thing excepting the price of cattle. It is not 
upon any special extremity caused by this 
year that the people are thrown now, but upon 
a crisis which for three or four ve ip suc- 
cession has been steadily gathering a is pow 
precipitated.

TALKS WITH THE PEOPLE. 


Here are someof the statements made and 
which I believe are ent'rely true, not only as 
regards the condition of the people and cheir 
rents, but as regards the condition of the crops. 
They were furnighed to mein reply to inquiries 
made upon the spot in the villages of Agba- 
gower and tbe surrounding districts dees iu we 
mountain passes about five miles south of West- 
rt. In this peigaborhood the potato crop 
u the principal mainstay of the people; bat all 
the testimony seems to indicafe that by the 
middle of January there will hardiy be one tert 
in some of the houses, and that in the dest 
cases there wiil not be a single bouse in which 
the supply will last till May. The average sup. 
ply will used up between Candtemas and 
Patrick's Day—lst oi February to the 17th of 
March—and wen there is no resource left but 
Indian meal. Here, much more than in those dis- 
tricts described iu a tormer letter, the potatoes 
are indeed small, soapy, scarce, and i!}-flayored, 
and, what is worse than all, are not more than 
from one-half to a third sound. The fact is, 
said one intelligent aud kindiy individual 
who spoke to me and who had long been 
inquir ug into this matter, and from local resi- 
dence had every opportunity of doing so with 
accuracy, The fact is,’ he said che potato 
crop here, like all ocher crops this year, did 
not ripen at all owing to the continuous 
wet and want ot sun. Lou see the result in 
those wee yellow poteens (rubbish potatoes) 
that you meet everywhere. The crops could uot 

winthe scaidiog bh, and there was not 

t and sunlicnt at the proper time to develop 
the tubers. Hence the dad quality and inade- 
quate supply. 

HARVESTS OF PAST YEARS. 

“After the potatoes, the next crop the poor 
man nas to depend upan within these bieak and 
dismal mountain siopes is the oats. Take an in- 
stance under mf own eyes.. Last r 
twelve months (1878) | saw two calves, aged 
about 15 months cusps sold bere for £12 10s. 
This year the two ther calves, in the 
sane Way., of the same dams, and precisely tue 
same age and quality, were with difficaity sola— 
one for £3 1Qs., the qtber not at all, and could 
not get even a bidder. Here is aglear fall of 
fifty or sixty per cent. in. cattle, added to over 
fifty per cent. loss in crops. Yet che ageurs ind 
landlords thipk it a greut concession tu give a 
reouctign ot fifteen or twenty pe: cent. on the 
rents, and many will give dotumng whatever. it 
the rents all along geen at the Paw 
value of land this gut be er- 
cusable enough. But they bave been for 
years and years set much above tue fair 
value. Agents and pfopricturs may well turn 
round and say, as they have said, that tne 
people have deen wasteful aud extravagant, and 
have not saved up when times were more 
favorable so as to be abie to meet times like ne 
present. But the truth is we uniortugate 
people never had auytumg to save, and ueber 
got a chance of saymg anything. I have been 
observing the urse of events ior 
years and not. how the fort 
unes of the poor creatures fluctuated. 
I have seen how as the times began slowly to 
mend and mend the rents went steadily up and 
ap. There was no arargin tora prout left to 
the peasant tiller, ang tue poor man remained 
poor still. the moment a tevant was thought

THE MISSISSIPPI VALLEY. 


A Memorial to Urge Congress to Improve 
the Great River.’ 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune 

Gatena, DL, Dec. 23,—M. I. vobuson, Esgq., 
a member of the Executive Cofhmittee of the 
Quincy River Imorovement Coavention, bas sub- 
mitted to your correspondent for bis inspection 
the memorial to Congress prepared by himself 
and associates praying for appropriations for the 
Mississippi und its tributaries. It is a leugthy 
document, aud covers the whole question of 


tion. The memorial, after showing ‘the 
authority of their appointment by the Gov- 
ernors of States and municipal corporations, 
and that they represent 20,000, of people io 
what is described as the river syatem tributary 
to the Mississippi Valley, pregeuts the magni- 
tude and productions compared with the At- 
lantic, the Northern Lake, and Pacific system, 
showing an excess of more than four times as 
much produ on as the whole of the others 
combined of cereals and of cotton, hay, tobacco, 
sugar, rice, cattle, and bogs, and that the prod- 


uct that requires cheap transportation 
amounts to more than $1,500,000,000 
yearly. In manufactures it shows that, 
in the State of Uunois alone in 


the year 1873, there was more railroad iron 
made than was produced in me whole United 
States in any year prior to 1860; and trom 75 
bags of cotton, our first shipment to Liverpool, 
this valley produced 5,000,000 of bales last year. 
This year we have produced more than ove-half 
as much wheat as.all Europe combined. In 
taxauon, it shows that this valley keeps step 
with us physical progress; that while the 
Atlantic, Lake, and Pacific systems have received 
more tgan $200,000,000, the Mississippi system 
proper has bot received more than $7,000,000, 
und that, while the Government has bestowed 
in lands and money $500,000,000 in public im- 
provements, she bas only bestowed to this 
great artery of commerce the bundredth part of 
that amount. They then show that by the im- 
provemests, if made, there would be a saving to 
the producer of five cents a bushel. On tke 
present year’s crop it would amount to $75,000,- 
00, aud they urge liberal appropriations.

Drainage. 
To the Editor af The Tribune. 

CHICAGO, Dec. 22.—The plan proposed by Mr. 
Hannans in Taz Taipuns for the purification of 
the Chicago River, the details of which he will 
not divulge, for fear, probably, that some one 
may steal his patént, is wholly impracticable, 
for the following reasons: 

The south bank of the Desplalues River, from 
Willow Springs to Lockport, a distance of some 
fifteen miles, is already occupied by the Illinois 
& Michigan Canal, the Chicago, Alton & St. 
Louis Railroad, and the public highway; and by 
these several improvements all the available 
room between the river and the adjacent hiljs 
and bluffs is already taken up. Moreover, if 
there were a practicable route for the proposed 
conduit, to build one of adequate dimensions 
would be such 9 vast expense as to-preciude the 
possibility of its construction. 6 

But how visionary, it seems to me, is such a 
proposition. We have already a con@pit of no 
mean proportions, to-wit: the Iilinoif& Michi- 
gan Canal, Which, at comparatively small cost, 
cau be made adequate. Mr. Hapnabs says it 
cannot serve both for drainage and navigation; 
but let us see. It did answera good purpose 
for some years, and that it did not continue ad- 
equate is, perhaps, owing to the shortsighted 
policy which has allowed it to fill up with wash- 
ings and sediment, and to become otherwise in- 
operative. Now perhaps we can get a better 
idea of what is needed for this improvement if 
we take a pew departure, and speak of extend- 
ing the Chicago River to Lockport. I would do 
this by taking out all locks and other obstruc- 
tions to a free and natural flow of water, and

Lonpon, Dec. 19.—Mr. James Mazlear, of the 
St. Rollox Chemical Works, has informed the 
Glasgow Philosophical Society that, after experi- 
ments since 1866, he has succeededdn obtaining 
crystallized forms of carbon which Prois. Tyndall 
and Smyth, and Mr. Maskelyne, of the British 
Museum, do not doubt are diamonds. 

[In 1828 two famous experiments were made 
nearly at the same time by MM. Cagniard de 
Latour and Gannal, both distinguished in French 
science. M. de Latour presented his results to 
the Academy of Sciences Oct. 10, 1828, and 
those of M. Gannal were presented Nov. 28 ip 


the same year. Cagniard de Latour sent to 


Academy ten tubes containing a number of light 
brown crystals, some of which were of cousider- 
able dimensions. They were brilliant, trans- 
parent, and barder than quartz. Submitted to 
to intense heat in contact with the air the 
crystals experienced not the slightest change, a 
proof sufficient in itself that they were not 
of the nature of the diamond.

Ihicago to adopt the late plan in London of 
making their foundations,—that is, where you 
macadamize a street, say six or eight inches be- 
low grade, and, after using it several years, it 
can be used for foundation for paving on. ido 
not see any reason why Chicago cannot have 
the best and cheapest paved streets in th 
world, as she has got the cheapest lumber, such 
as cypress, tamarac, cedar, white pine, etc» All 
the authorities hare to do is to have the 
streets prepared with a good foundation and 
the paving well done. Then, kept in good 
repair, they will outlast any stone or asphalt 
that can be made. No city like Chicago can 
have good streets with sucn a foundation as we 
have, and, as to revairs. 1 can show you me 
same holes, only larger, in the paved streets 
that were there before I went to Europe in 1874. 
Below I give you a synopsis of a portion of the 
London Civil Engineer’s report on pavement in 
1878. ‘The City Engineer says the cost and kind 
of granit pavement made of blocks, three 
inches thick, eight inches deep, eight to twelve 
inches long, laid on concrete or macadam 
foundation, exclusive of foundation, is from l4s 
to 18s per equare vard. Asohalt pavement costs 
about 16s per square vard, including a macadam 
or concrete foundation. Wood pavements are 
of two a of wood,—cypress or pine,—costs, 
according to the lumber, from 12s to 15s ver 
square yard, including concrete foundation. 
The wood and asphalt pavements are lad by an 
English ana Scotch paving company, who are to 
keep them in good.repair for @fteen years for 18 
per square yard per annum, Commencing two 
years after the street is paved. 

Mr. William Haywood is the civil engineer of 
the City of London, England, and bis report is 
of practical interest to all the large cities in the 
United States, as it embodies the result of ob- 
servations carefully taken with regard to the 
respective merits of materials for pavements. 
Observations were taken of the traffic, the num- 
ber of horses and vehicles which passed tfropgh 
selected streets, and of the accidents which oc- 
curred to the animals. The horse-traflic daily, 
between the hours of 8a. m. and 8 p. m. on the 
working days of March and April last, was as 
follows in round numbers: Over asphalt, 23,000 
horses; granit. 14,000; wood, 32,000. The vehic- 
ular traffic was thus divided: Asphalt, 17,000; 
granit, 10,000; wood, 24,000. Vehicles drawn 
by one horse, 71 per cent; by two horses, 26 
per cent; the rest having three or 
four horses. The number of borses that 
fell down during the whole period of 
fifty days under observation was 2,327, of which 
1,066 fell on asphalt pavement, 71900 granit, 
and 542 on wood. The result was that of com- 
plete falls, 43 per cent occurred on asphalt, 46 
per cent on granit, and 11 per cent on wood, Of 
falls on the knees, wood had by far the greatest 
proportion. It ap d generally that horses 
traveling on*wood were subject to falls of a less 
inconvenient character to the general traffic of 
the street, and less injurious to the avimals 
themselves, than on the granit or asphalt. A 
was more difficult to stop a horse on asph 
than on wood or grauit, especially when the 
latter were new. 

Moisture played an importante part in the 
safety of traveling. For instance, during the 
continuance of a hot, dry wind, neither asphalt 
nor wood was slippery, while granit, if worn 
smooth, was in its very worst statg of sliot ery- 
ness. The observations went to prove that 
asphalt was most slippery when merely damp, 
and safest when perfectly dry; thata horse 
might be expected to travel on aspbalt without 
accident nearly twice as far when the pavewent 
was dry than whep wet. Wood was most slip- 
pery ae wet, and safest whendry. A borse 
might expected to travel on wood more 
than three times the distance when the pave- 
ment was dry @an when wet, and, on the whole, 
so far as safety was concerned, the w 
‘pavement was the best. It is calculated that 
with the same expenditure of effort a horse can 
go 182 ‘mileson granit, 191 miles on asphalt, 
and 415 miles on wood. It has been for the last 
forty or fifty years the great question, in the 
large cities of Europe and America, what kind 
of pavementis best adapted for tne heavy- 
traveled streets, and the climate. Yetno two 
cities are using the same kind; even ndon, 
after using stone, asphalt, and macadam, has 
discarded asphalt and maggdam (except for 
foundations), and adopted wood as the most 

nomical for the life of horses and vehicles. 

cNeal, the Civil Engineer of London, in his 
report says that he weighed the shoes of horses 
aril the tifes of wagons, when new, and after 
they were worn out on the macadamized roa4s, 
and that while the tires of a wagon in traveling 
6,048 miles lost 309 pounds, the shoes of its 
horses lost 860 pounds. The saving in the life 
of horses in favor ot wood ise5 to 2, and the 
saving in the wear on setting of shoes is at least 
one-half; or, in other words, it costs twice as 
much to keep horses shod on stone pavement as 
it does on wood. R. C. GILMORE.

for it is well-known that any sudden rise or fall 
in the value of precious stones would be at- 
tended by consequences only second in impor- 
tance to sudden variations in the value of gold. 
During the French Revolution the value of dia- 
monds was doubled ina few months. The im- 
mense capital which in this form now“ lies dor- 
mant in Royal treasuries or in private hands is 
little suspected by people outside the trade. 

At the time of M. Gannal’s experiments the 
nature of the diamond was still imperfectl 
understood. The first important fact about it 
was established as late as the middle of the 
seventeenth century by Boyle, who showed that 
under the luflueuce of a great heat the diamond 
disappeared. lo 1604 Cosmo III., Grand Duke 
of Tuscany, subjected a diamond at Florence to 
the intense heat of the sun’s rays by means of 
a concave mirror. The diamond first split, then 
emitted sparks, then disappeared. A dundred 
years later a French lapidary named Maillard 
affirmed that fire had- no effect upon the 
diamond. He took the bow! of a tobacco pipe, 
placed three diamonds inside in the midst of 
charcoal powder closely packed, closed the mouth 
of the pipe with a cover of tron, and then shat 
up the whole ina crucible flied with chalk and 
covered with a siliceous coating. The crucible 
was now subjected to a temoerature such that at 
the end of four hours was comptetely soft. 
Then the fire was slackened. As soon as the 
crucible cooled it was broken open, the pipe 
bow! was found eotire, with the charcoal in it 
as black as at first, and in the midst of this were 
the three diamonds, in every respect unaltered 
and uninjured. ‘The precious stone had aiways 
disappeared when heated in the presence of air. 
It bad undergone no modification when re- 
moved from the action of the air bv means of 

wdered charcoal and lime. Upon this Sir 

umohrev Davy in England and Lavoisier in 
France spe@iil y solved the problem. What is 
the diamond!“ asks Babinet, ** The most pre- 
cious thing in the wile world. And what is 
carbon? The most common material that is 
kuowp. Yet the diamond and carbon are iden- 
tical. Diamond is crystallized carbon.’’ All 
doubts upou this question were dispelled by the 
publication in 1841 of the work of MM. Dumas 
and Stass. 

M. Gaunal's crystals having been shown to be 
worthiess, the slumbers of jewel-ownersa were 
avain disturbed by the experiments of M. Des- 
pretz. This patient and persevering chemist 
fixed acylinder of pure carbon to the positive 
pole of a weak Daniell pile, and a ina wire 
to the other pole; he then plunged th poles 
into slightly acidalated water. After two 
months the negative wire or pole became cov- 
ered with a black coating. The oroduct of the 
experiment was sent to M. Gaudin to test upon 
bard stones. He proved, in the presence 
of M. Despretz and others, that, mixed 
with ny little oil, | the substance 
which had enveloped the olatina wire 
sufficed to polish several rubies. As it is known 
that the diamend is the only substance that 
polishes the rubg, M. Gaudin did not besitate to 
consider the substance as the powder of the 
diamond. This conclusion. was generally ac- 
cepted by men of acience. ‘‘ The question still 
remains,” says M. Dienlafait, is there any 
reasonable probability that the diamond will yet 
be produced arti@cially? This question we must 
answer iu the affirmative. When it is consid- 
ered how perfectly substances much more com- 
plex in composition and complicated in crys- 
talline constitution have been artificially pro- 
duced; when it is considered, too, what definite 
results were furnished by the experiments of 
M. Wespretz,—for in such case the size of the 
crystals is a matter of indifference,—there seems 
to be no reason for serious doubts of the possi- 
bility of the artificial reproduction of the dia- 
mond. Undoubtedly it will be a discovery from 
which diamond merchants and owners of 
diamonds will have much to suffer; but in this, 
as in other cases, the loss that will fail upon a 
small section of the community will be out- 
weighed a thousind times ‘by the advantages 
which arts and industry in general will derive 
from the discovery.“

a treaty-stipulation, it would be terminated 
whenever it should be for the interests ot, the 
parties to the stipulation to terminate it.

is purely a domestic question, and each Nation 
must always be at liberty to determine for 
iteelf what its mot shall be. The Govern 
ment of to-day cannot bind, even morally, the 
Goverr.ment of to-morrow by an agreement of 
this character. We have been a Nation for 
pearly 100 years, and have never, until quite re- 
cently, appealed to the Governments of Europe 
or sought an alliance with them for a settie- 
ment of this or any other domestic question. 
For the last. forty-five years we have at our 
mints given sixteen ounces of silver for aa 
ounce of gold, white at the mints of Europe 
they have given only fifteen and one-half ounces 
of silver for an ounce of gold. European 
nations have not, thus far, 
dicated any disposition to change 
this ratio. Whether they wiil use silver other- 
wise than as token-money is a matter which they 
will determine for themselves. Wecannot hope 
to intluence chat determination by anything we 
mav say to them.

changing it from bullion into coin. If the colu- 
age of the metal is restricted its money quality 
is confined to the coin, and its bullion becomes 
simply merchandise. 

Under our present law, the coinage of gold is 
unrestricted, while the coinage of silver is re, 
stricted. The consequence is that the bullion of 
gold, by reason of its being invested with the 
money quality, is worth more than the bullioa 
of silver, which has nosuch quality, bat is mere- 
ly merchandise; whereas, inasmuch as the values 
of the coins are equal, the bullion of each, under 
our present ratio, would be of the same value 
both metals were fully invested with the money 
quality; or, what is the same thing, if the coln- 
age of both metals were unrestricted. As the 
money quality equalizes the value of the coins 
it would in this country at least — n 
value of the bullion.
